Grade  Crossings. 

The  one  great  question  in  the  minds  of  the  people 
of  Attleborough  at  the  present  time  is  that  of  the  aboli- 
tion of  grade  crossings.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that 
we  feel  greatly  encouraged  in  our  work  and,  although  the 
progress  may  to  many  seem  slow  and  the  way  tedious,  yet 
we  have  made  a very  substantial  beginning.  Our  commis- 
sion has  been  appointed,  several  hearings  have  been  held, 
and  we  can  see  nothing  in  the  way  at  present  to  hinder  this 
work.  We  must  all  remember  it  is  a work  of  consider- 
able magnitude,  that  several  interests  are  involved,  inas- 
much as  the  State,  the  railroad  company,  the  electric 
railroads  and  the  Town  together  must  be  consulted  and 
together  must  pay  the  expense ; therefore  the  work  must 
necessarily  be  slow.  Yet  we  have  faith  to  believe  that 
when  completed  one  of  the  greatest  problems  confronting 
the  town  will  have  been  accomplished  and  the  future 
growth  and  prosperity  of  our  town  will  be  enhanced. 

Sidewalks. 

V\*e  would  again  recommend  liberal  appropriations 
to  be  made  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  our 
sidewalks  to  accommodate  the  many  hundreds  who  use 
them  daily. 


Street  Sprinkling. 

The  streets  of  our  town  we  think  were  well  sprink- 
led during  the  past  season  and  as  the  town  is  continually 
adding  new  streets  and  new  houses  are  being  rapidly 
built  thereon  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  fire  horses 
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must  be  kept  nearer  the  engine  houses  than  formerly,  we 
recommend  that  an  appropriation  sufficiently  large  be 
made  so  that  an  additional  watering  cart  may  be  pur- 
chased and  operated  during  the  dryest  and  hottest  sea- 
son. We  believe  it  will  be  money  well  invested  and  in  a 
manner  our  people  can  and  will  appreciate. 


Street  Lights. 

The  street  lighting  for  the  past  year  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  Many  lights  have  been  added  and  the  sys- 
tem somewhat  changed,  as  quite  a few  arc  lights  have 
been  discontinued  and  the  same  amount  of  money  used 
in  the  many  incandescent  lamps  now  in  use. 

The  superintendent  of  the  electric  lighting  plant  in- 
forms us  that  early  in  the  coming  spring  they  are  to 
greatly  improve  the  street  lights  in  our  town.  We  are 
of  the  opinion  that  an  increase  in  the  appropriation  for 
street  lights  is  warranted,  that  the  lights  may  be  extend- 
ed to  those  of  our  citizens  who  as  yet  have  not  received 
the  benefits  of  them. 


Soldiers’  Relief. 

Last  year  was  an  unusually  severe  one  on  our  old 
soldiers  and  the  amount  appropriated  was  sufficient  to 
supply  as  we  believe  every  need.  While  we  ask  for  the 
same  amount  this  year  the  citizens  may  feel  assured  that 
those  men  who  served  the  country  in  those  thrilling  days 
in  the  history  of  our  country  from  i86i  to  ’65  and  their 
dependents  will  be  cared  for. 
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Police  Department. 

Attleborough,  we  believe,  is  still  the  banner  town  in 
the  Commonwealth,  having  nearly  or  quite  12,000  inhabi- 
tants and  no  police  force.  Many  towns  of  less  inhabi- 
tants expend  from  three  to  five  times  as  much  as  our 
town  does.  All  honor  and  credit  is  due  to  the  character 
and  habits  of  our  citizens  for  this  unusual  state  of  affairs. 
Therefore,  we  recommend  the  same  appropriation  as  last 
year  for  patrolmen  and  special  police  work. 

Thacher  Brook  Drain. 

Thacher  Brook  Drain  opens  up  quite  a problem  and 
we  will  bring  it  before  the  voters  in  town  meeting  by 
having  an  article  in  the  warrant  calling  their  attention 
thereto  and  opening  up  the  question  for  debate  and 
action. 


Current  and  Incidental  Expenses. 

The  expenses  chargeable  to  this  account  have  been 
somewhat  unusually  large  this  year,  caused  by  the  few 
cases  of  smallpox  in  our  town,  but  the  Board  of  Health 
managed  the  cases  so  judiciously  and  economically  that 
we  should  congratulate  ourselves  as  a town  on  the  very 
small  expense  when  compared  to  other  towns  and  cities 
in  this  vicinity  where  smallpox  has  been  prevalent.  This 
account  seems  to  be  the  one  to  draw  from  for  nearly 
every  expense  not  otherwise  provided  for.  We  would 
recommend  the  same  amount  be  appropriated  as  last 
year.

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one 
two-horse  hook  and  ladder  truck  with  300  feet  of  lad- 
ders and  fully  equipped  with  all  necessary  tools,  one 
two-horse  combination  hose  and  chemical  wagon,  fully 
equipped,  one  supply  wagon  and  5,000  feet  of  hose  in 
good  condition,  located  in  the  centre  of  the  town  ; one 
one-horse  hose  wagon,  600  feet  of  hose,  and  all  neces- 
sary tools  in  good  condition,  located  at  the  Farmers;  one 
four-wheel  hose  reel,  850  feet  of  hose  in  good  condition 
and  one  two-horse  liook  and  ladder  truck  in  good  con- 
dition located  at  South  Attleboro  ; one  four-wheel  hose 
reel,  700  feet  of  hose  in  fair  condition  located  at  Hebron- 
ville. 


Horses. 

The  department  has  seven  horses,  five  at  the  Union 
street  and  two  at  the  South  IMain  street  house,  in  good 
condition. 

Harnesses. 

The  department  has  five  sets  of  double  harnesses, 
two  used  on  the  watering  carts,  one  used  by  Hose  Com- 
pany Xo.  I,  one  on  the  hook  and  ladder  truck  and  one  by 
Hose  Company  X”o.  2 ; two  sets  single  harnesses,  one 
used  by  Hose  Company  X^o.  3 at  Farmers,  the  other 
used  on  the  spare  horse  at  the  Union  street  station,  all  in 
good  condition. 
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Fire  Alarm. 

The  Gamewell  fire  alarm  system  is  in  use  and  in 
good  working  order.  It  consists  of  the  following  ap- 
paratus: Two  steain  gongs,  one  at  the  pumping  station 

at  South  Attleboro  and  one  on  the  electric  light  station 
located  at  the  Farmers;  three  bells,  one  on  South  i\Iain 
street,  one  near  Pleasant  place,  one  on  Hose  4 house, 
South  Attleboro;  one  striker  located  on  the  church  at 
xxebronville ; one  indicator  at  Hose  i,  one  at  Hose  2, 
one  at  Hose  5;  13  tappers  used  in  the  shops,  and  by 
members  of  the  Fire  Department ; 37  fire  alarm  boxes 
owned  by  the  town  ; one  private  box  owned  by  the  Inter- 
state Street  Railway  Company;  about  35  miles  of  wire, 
and  all  the  necessary  tools  for  keeping  the  same  in 
repair. 

Houses. 

The  department  houses  are  located  as  follows: 
South  iMain  street  house  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No. 
I ; Union  street  house  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company  Xo.  i and  Hose  Company  X'c.  2 ; the  house  at 
Farmers  occupied  by  Hose  Company  X^o.  3 ; the  house  at 
South  Attleboro  occupied  hy  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany X”o.  2 and  Hose  Company  Xo.  4:  house  at  Hebron- 
ville  occupied  by  Hose  Company  Xo.  5.

During  the  past  year  vce  have  purchased  2,000  feet 
of  hose,  one  whistle  located  at  the  electric  light  station, 
one  striker  located  at  Hebron ville,  one  fire  alarm  box 
located  between  Ii)odgevil]e  and  Hebronville,  one  new 
tipcart,  one  democrat  wagon,  two  sets  of  double  bar- 
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nesses  used  on  sprinkling  department,  two  new  pony 
extinguishers  used  on  ladder  truck;  built  a.  driveway 
and  graded  the  lot  of  Hose  3,  bought  12  coats  for  the 
use  of  the  Fire  Department;  one  hand  reel  and  600  feet 
of  hose  located  at  the  St.  Jean  Baptiste  Plat;  reserve  at 
the  Union  street  hose  house  two  pungs  and  one  hand 
reek 

The  horse  service  of  the  past  year  has  been  quite  an 
improvement  over  former  years.

There  have  not  been  any  complaints  received  by  me 
either  of  short  weig'hls  or  measures  within  the  past  year. 

I have  visited,  tested  and  sealed  weights  and  meas- 
ures in  seventy-two  ])laces,  using  my  own  team  for 
transportation.  If  I had  collected  the  fees  as  allowed  by 
law  where  there  is  no  salary  voted  by  the  town,  it  would 
have  amounted  to  forty-six  dollars  and  eighty-eight 
cents.  Salary  as  per  vote  of  the  town  fifty  dollars. 

I tested  and  sealed  for  the  year  ending  January  i, 
1903,  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty  milk  jars.  If  paid  for 
by  fees  as  other  measures  it  would  amount  to  forty-nine 
dollars  and  eighty  cents  for  which  there  has  been  no 
salary  voted.  Salary  asked  for,  fifty  dollars.  '

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN. 

There  has  been  expended  under  my  direction  sixty 
dollars  and  sixteen  cents  for  the  removal  of  dead  trees 
and  trimming  others. 

There  will  be  needed  quite  a large  appropriation  if 
you  are  going  to  try  to  check  the  ravages  of  the  elm  tree 
beetle,  which  will  appear  in  large  numbers  in  the  spring. 
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Any  measures  taken  by  individuals  to  protect  their  trees 
will  prove  futile  unless  the  town  takes  measures  to  pro- 
tect the  trees  within  the  streets. 

I would  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  two  sets 
of  apparatus  so  as  to  be  able  to  spray  the  trees  while  the 
worms  are  eating  the  leaves,  for  any  spraying  after  they 
cease  to  feed  on  the  leaves  is  useless.  A bucket  of  Iiol 
water  is  more  efficient  to  destroy  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTORS  OF 
CATTLE,  PROVISIONS  AND  MILK. 

In  my  second  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Cattle, 
Provisions  and  Milk  I will  say  I made  a thorough  inspec- 
tion of  the  horned  cattle,  horses  and  swine  in  town  in 
October,  and  at  that  time  found  all  in  a healthy  condition, 
with  one  exception. 

YT  had  no  cases  of  glanders  in  town  this  year, 
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although  there  have  been  several  cases  in  adjoining 
towns. 

The  serious  epidemic  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  that 
broke  out  in  two  siables  in  town  late  in  the  fall,  I think, 
has  been  successfully  stamped  out. 

There  have  Deen  several  cases  of  dogs  biting  and 
injuring  cows  in  town  this  year,  and  all  persons  having 
dogs  of  that  description  should  not  let  them  run  at  large. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  119  stables  where  569 
cows,  1 17  young  cattle,  10  bulls  and  246  swine  w^ere  ex- 
amined. In  the  majority  of  cases  the  premises  were  in 
a well  kept  and  cleanly  condition. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  delivered  here  in  towm  the  last 
year,  I think,  is  fully  up  to  the  standard.  I have  sold 
56  milk  licenses  in  towm  this  year. 

I have  inspected  and  released  181  cow^s  brought  into 
towm  by  Frank  A.  Cummings.  All  are  tested  before 
they  enter  the  State  by  State  veterinarians.

Gentlemen  : 

In  submitting  my  report  I wdsh  first  to  say:  an  hon- 
est man  has  no  place  in  the  cow^  business.  (This  means 
all  it  implies.)  The  State  obliges  all  towns  to  have  one 
or  more  cattle  inspectors  and  a greater  part  of  the  time 
gives  orders  to  them  not  to  find  any  trouble. 

I have  made  my  inspections  in  general  thoroughly 
and  found  cattle  in  very  healthy  condition  as  a wdiole, 

T 7 
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hut  more  tuberculosis  could  be  found.  I have  quaran- 
tined some  cows  which  the  State  veterinarian  said  had 
bad  colds  and  discharged  them.  Two  months  afterward 
I was  called  again  and  they  still  had  it,  but  I had  orders 
from  the  chief  not  to  place  any  in  quarantine  for  tuber- 
culosis, as  the  money  was  needed  for  foot  and  mouth 
disease.  No  cases  of  the  new  malady  have  appeared  in 
my  district. 

Owing  to  the  favorable  weather  for  fall  feed,  cows 
went  into  winter  quarters  in  better  condition  than  com- 
mon. 

I am  satisfied  that  sinecures  instead  of  farmers  get 
the  bulk  of  all  appropriations,  and,  as  conditions  now  ex- 
ist, if  too  much  disease  was  stamped  out  at  once,  salaries 
would  die  too.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PARK 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The  Park  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  their  work  for  the  year  1902. 

The  continued  work  of  building  and  embellishing 
Capron  Park  was  begun  early  in  the  spring  and  was  car- 
ried forward  until  about  September  ist.,  and  until  the 
appropriation  of  $2,000.00  had  been  expended. 

About  the  middle  of  iNIarch,  we  had  begun  negotia- 
tions with  several  persons  and  business  houses  for  the 
performance  of  the  desired  work,  first  securing  the  ser^ 
vices  of  a landscape  gardener,  Mr.  Jacob  S.  Martin  of 
Providence,  whose  services  had  been  so  satisfactory  the 
year  previous. 

We  next  made  a contract  with  the  Shady  Hill 
Nursery  Company  of  Boston  to  plant  some  7,800  trees, 
plants  and  shrubs,  they  to  furnish  all  necessary  labor, 
loam  and  dressing  and  that  work  was  done  under  the 
supervision  of  Air.  Alartin,  the  Nursery  Company  having 
agreed  in  writing  to  make  good  any  of  their  plantings 
that  might  die  within  a space  of  one  year. 

The  trees  are  now  apparently  nearly  all  in  good 
health,  but  quite  a few  of  the  smaller  plantings  appear  to 
have  died  and  will,  doubtless,  be  replaced  early  in  the 
spring. 
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Realizing-  the  necessity  of  having*  the  one  mile  of 
drives  put  in  condition,  we  engaged  Air.  R.  D.  Alanches- 
ter  to  plough,  grade  and  roll  the  roads,  first  removing  the 
rocks  and  stones,  and  when  his  work  was  finished  we 
had  a fairly  good  road,  considering  the  small  amount  of 
money  we  spent  upon  it. 

Thus  the  entii'e  appropriation  of  1902  was  used  in 
working  the  two  features  most  essential  to  a public  park 
— plantings  and  roads. 

The  memorial  building  presented  to  the  town  by 
Mr.  Alarsden  J.  Perr}',  was  completed,  and  the  keys 
handed  to  the  town  in  the  latter  part  of  August.  Be- 
fore cold  weather  set  in  the  building  was  open  to  the 
public  every  Sunday,  and  hundreds  of  our  people  visited 
it,  all  expressing  delight  at  its  architecture,  solidity, 
beauty  and  usefulness,  and  doubtless  as  the  number  of 
visitors  to  Capron  I’ark  increases,  so  will  the  people 
come  to  appreciate  this  splendid  acquisitation  to  the 
town's  wealth  and  luxuries. 

Again  does  your  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  a sufiicient  sum  of 
money  to  build  Capron  Park  at  once,  rather  than  have 
the  work  drag  along  from  year  to  year,  during  which 
time  the  town’s  only  public  place  of  recreation  is  in  a raw 
and  chaotic  state,  while  the  people,  if  they  wish  to  visit 
a park  at  all,  are  obliged  to  either  go  out  of  town  or  else 
visit  a park  that  is  maintained  by  the  private  capital  of 
a street  railroad  company,  and  we  coincide  with  hun- 
dreds of  our  citizens  in  asserting  that  town  pride,  and  a 
feeling  of  public  independence,  should  cause  an  appro- 
priation to  be  made  of  some  $25,000.00  for  that  purpose. 
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Such  an  act  would  be  far  cheaper,  for  by  paying  interest 
on  the  bonds  and  taking  them  up  gradually  the  expense 
to  the  town  would  be  less  than  to  continue  the  present 
method  of  expending  $2,000.00  annually,  much  of  which 
must  soon  be  needed  in  patching  up  the  work  of  a few 
years  previous.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS 
OF  THE  POOR. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  respectfully  submit  this, 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1902. 

As  soon  as  convenient  after  the  election  last  ]\Iarch, 
the  Board  organized  by  electing  J.  V.  Curran,  Chairman  ; 
Benj.  P.  King,  Clerk;  Dr.  G.  B.  Fittz,  Visitor;  and  began 
the  regular  work  of  the  year.  There  has  been  nothing 
of  particular  interest  that  has  transpired  in  the  work 
during  that  time.  About  the  usual  amount  of  relief  has 
been  rendered  and  nearly  the  same  number  of  persons 
have  applied. 

You  will  note  upon  investigation  that  there  has  been 
quite  an  increase  in  the  Insane  Account  over  last  year, 
when  we  paid  $2,103.76.  This  year  it  has  increased  to 
$2,524.45,  a gain  of  $420.69,  which  is  nearly  twice  the 
amount  of  the  overdraft  this  year.  Ydiether  this  in- 
crease is  to  continue  or  not  we  cannot  tell,  let  us  hope 
not.  January  i,  1904,  this  part  of  the  work  passes  into 
the  hands  of  tl\e  State,  and  the  towns  are  relieved  of  that 
care,  yet  the  expense  attending  it  will  have  to  1)e  met  by 
the  towns  al^out  the  same,  only  in  another  way.  About 
one-half  of  our  appropriation  this  year  is  used  up  in  this 
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department  (insane)  alone,  leaving  a small  amount  for 
our  own  people,  which  would  hardly  be  enough  were  it  not 
for  the  many  fraternal  and  charitable  societies,  the  King’s 
Daughters,  the  church  societies  and  the  private  charities 
that  are  dispensed  through  our  town  which  assist  in 
great  measure,  we  should  see  at  once  the  need  of  a much 
larger  appropriation. 

Notwithstanding  the  shortage  in  fuel  supply,  with 
high  prices,  and  the  general  increase  in  the  cost  of  food 
supplies,  we  have  paid  our  bills  and  reduced  the  annual 
overdraft  to  $231.71. 

The  increase  in  insane  account,  $420.69. 

Due  from  cities  and  towns,  $373.11. 

Which  makes  a very  good  showing  to  our  account 
over  last  year. 

The  Town  Farm  is  still  with  us,  and,  as  was  reported 
last  year,  in  good  condition  and  good  hands. 

The  average  number  for  the  year  at  the  Almshouse 
was  2.30.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Town  Farm  this 
year  has  been  reduced  from  $970.48  in  1901  to  $705.97  in 
1902,  nevertheless,  owing  to  the  small  number  of  inmates 
during  the  year,  the  cost  per  head  has  increased  to  $5.84 
per  week.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  year  1002  has  marked  an  important  event  in  the 
history  of  the  Public  Library.  The  necessity  for  a li- 
brary l)uilding-  has  been  dwelt  upon  each  year  by  the 
Trustees  in  their  report,  but  not  until  the  past  year  has 
any  progress  been  made  in  bringing  this  result  about. 
Early  in  April,  the  Trustees  were  informed  that  ]\Ir.  J. 
L.  S^veet  would  give  to  the  town  a valuable  lot  on  North 
i\Iain  sreet,  provided  that  the  town  would  within  three 
\ ears  erect  tliereon  a library  building  to  cost  not  less 
than  $25,000.00. 

This  exceedingly  generous  and  timely  offer  was  re- 
ceived most  enthusiastically  by  the  Trustees,  and  later  at 
a largely  attended  town  meeting,  it  was  unanimously 
and  gratefully  accepted  by  the  town. 

The  Trustees  lost  no  time  in  endeavoring  to  secure 
from  the  citizens  of  the  town  pledges  of  financial  support 
that  would  enable  them  to  carry  out  the  design  of  the 
donor.  A])peals  for  this  purpose  were  sent  to  every  tax- 
payer in  town,  but  the  responses  were  slow  in  coming  in, 
the  total  received  during  the  year  being  in  pledges 
$1,825.00  and  in  cash  $273.22.  An  earnest  effort  will  be 
made  during  the  early  part  of  the  coming  year  to  arouse 
enthusiasm  and  to  proceed  upon  some  definite  plan  that 
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will  give  to  the  Library  the  building  that  it  so  greatly 
needs  and  certainly  merits^^-^ 

The  circulation  has  increased  enormously  during  the 
past  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  Librarian's  report.  The 
very  successful  plan  for  the  encouragement  of  youthful 
readers  as  carried  out  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  the  Librarian,  is  worthy  of  universal  attention  and 
praise. 

During  the  year  the  Trustees  were  reluctantly  com- 
pelled to  accept  the  resignation  of  one  of  their  number, 
Miss  Elizabeth  J.  Wilmarth,  who  had  served  the  town 
most  efficiently  for  several  years.  To  fill  this  vacancy 
Mrs.  Eleanor  S.  Carpenter  was  elected. 

Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  a statement 
of  the  expenditures  of  the  money  appropriated  last  year, 
and  the  trustees  ask  that  $2,750.00  be  appropriated  for 
the  support  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1903.

The  past  year  has  been  a most  successful  one : the 
circulation  has  increased  beyond  our  expectations.  That 
the  “Booklover’s  Library’’  has  interfered  but  little,  if  any, 
with  the  patronage  of  the  Public  Library,  is  shown  by  an 
increase  in  circulation  of  nearly  nine  thousand  volumes. 
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That  this  increase  in  circulation  brings  with  it  an  in- 
creased amount  of  work  in  every  department,  goes  with- 
out saying,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  employ  some 
extra  help  during  the  busiest  months  and  also  during  the 
summer  vacations. 

This  growth  in  circulation  is  largely  due  to  the  effort 
that  has  been  made  to  induce  the  pupils  of  the  public 
schools  to  use  the  Library  freely,  and  we  have  succeeded 
so  well  that  at  times  the  resources  of  the  juvenile  depart- 
ment have  been  severely  taxed. 

Early  in  the  year  the  “Graded  Course  in  Reading,” 
prepared  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Li- 
brarian, was  distributed  among  the  schools,  and  a copy 
given  to  every  child  above  the  third  grade.  The  result 
was  that  the  Library  literally  swarmed  with  children, 
who  eagerly  informed  us  that  they  wanted  “to  take  out  a 
libry.”  Some  came  just  for  the  novelty  of  the  thing, 
and  as  this  wore  off  their  zeal  flagged.  But  with  the 
majority  the  interest  has  been  permanent. 

At  one  session  of  the  American  Library  Association 
last  summer,  one  librarian  made  a statement  that  he  con- 
sidered it  a waste  of  time  to  print  lists  for  children. 
This  has  not  been  our  experience,  however,  for  the  child- 
ren bring  their  reading  lists  with  them  to  the  Library  and 
seem  to  take  pleasure  in  selecting  the  books  suitable  for 
their  grade  ; they  also  keep  lists  of  what  they  have  read, 
which  they  display  with  a good  deal  of  pride. 

In  March  we  tried  the  experiment  of  extending  Li- 
brary privileges  to  the  rural  school  districts.  The  child- 
ren send  in  lists  of  the  books  wanted,  these  books  are  se- 
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lected  and  packed  in  extension  cases,  and  last  winter  they 
were  carried  back  and  forth  by  boys,  the  Library  paying 
the  carfare. 

, Xow  arrangement  has  been  made  to  have  the  books 
delivered  by  the  rural  delivery,  which  is  much  more 
satisfactory.  \\  q have  found  it  advisable  to  change  the 
books  every  two  w^eeks,  instead  of  every  week,  as  w^e  did 
at  first.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  we  were  late  in  making 
arrangements  for  transportation  this  fall,  and  to  the  ir- 
regularity of  the  school  sessions,  the  circulation  for  these 
schools  is  sornewdiat  smaller  than  it  would  have  been. 
A few  of  the  older  people  from  these  districts  have  re- 
quested to  have  books  sent  them,  which  has  been  done. 
Some  of  the  children  from  the  Perry  School  and  Briggs 
Corner  used  their  cards  all  summer. 

To  the  Circulating  Department  five  hundred  and 
ten  books  have  been  added  and  many  of  these  have  been 
valuable  standard  works. 

The  percentage  of  fiction  added  this  year  has  been 
somewhat  smaller  than  usual. 

In  the  Reference  Department  we  have  added  a new 
edition  of  Webster’s  Dictionary,  a Cyclopedia  of  United 
States  History  in  ten  volumes,  the  “International  Year 
Book,”  a Bible  Dictionary  in  five  volumes,  “American 
Imortals,”  and  five  volumes  of  the  “Library  of  Literary 
Criticism.”  From  the  State  we  have  received  two 
large  atlases,  one  giving  the  boundary  lines  of  Attleboro, 
and  the  other  a topographical  survey  of  iMassachusetts. 

While  the  Library  is  doing  good  w^ork,  and  the  cir- 
culation is  equal  to  that  of  larger  libraries,  we  are  confi- 
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dent  that  we  might  do  better  work  in  some  directions, 
were  we  able  to  afford  better  accommodations  to  our  pat- 
f rons. 

The  new  books  added  last  year  have  filled  the 
shelves  to  overflowing,  and  already  every  available  inch 
of  wall  space  has  been  utilized  for  shelving.  Other 
libraries  are  doing  much  that  we  should  be  glad  to  imi- 
tate, but  we  cannot  in  our  present  cramped  quarters. 

While  we  could  not  reasonably  expect  any  such 
marked  increase  for  the  coming  year,  as  we  have  had  for 
the  one  just  past,  the  Library  cannot  long  maintain  a 
healthy  growth  under  present  conditions. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  the  board  for  their  inter- 
est and  co-operation  in  the  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Complying  with  the  Statutes  relating  thereto,  the 
Board  of  Healtli  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report : 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  an  extensive 
epidemic  of  measles ; twenty-seven  cases  were  reported, 
which  was  probably  less  than  half  of  the  cases  actually 
existing. 

The  year  closed  with  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever, 
which  was  exceedingly  mild  in  character.  Thirty-three 
cases  were  reported,  and  without  doubt  there  were  many 
cases  that  were  not  recognized. 

During  the  month  of  January  six  cases  of  diphtheria 
were  reported,  five  in  one  family.  These  cases  were  due 
to  ignorance  and  gross  carelessness.  One  night  a child 
of  a family  making  a visit,  was  attacked  and  died  of  this 
disease.  It  was  immediately  wrapped  up  and  carried  to 
a neighboring  town,  no  precaution  being  taken  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease.  To  this  one  case  the  six  re- 
ported could  be  directly  traced.  These  facts  did  not 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  until  it  was  too  late. 
Ten  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  during  the  year, 
with  three  deaths. 
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There  were  three  cases  of  smallpox  reported  with  no 
deaths.  Two  of  these  practically  occurred  in  a boarding 
house  on  Cliff  street,  where  a number  of  people  were 
either  lodging  or  boarding.  The  house  was  quarantined 
and  everyone  connected  with  the  cases  was  vaccinated. 
As  soon  as  possible  the  patients  were  removed  to  a pest 
house,  which  had  in  the  meanwhile  been  built,  where 
they  were  retained  until  they  had  recovered.  The  ex- 
pense attending  these  cases  was  large,  amounting  to 
$857.83,  of  which  $388.70  was  paid  by  the  State  (a  table 
of  expenses  is  appended),  making  the  expense  to  the 
town  small  when  compared  with  the  same  cases  that 
have  occurred  in  other  towns  of  the  Commonwealth. 
The  third  case  occurred  in  Fisher  street,  and  was  quar- 
antined there.  The  bills  have  not  yet  been  rendered,  but 
will  probably  not  exceed  $150.00. 

But  three  cases  of  -typhoid  fever  occurred  during  the 
year  and  but  one  death,  which  speaks  well  for  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  town. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  deaths  from  all  causes 
occurred  during  the  year,  being  about  15  per  1,000,  two 
more  per  1,000  thaii  last  year,  but  less  than  the  average 
fo  towns  of  our  size. 

No  nuisances  of  any  great  importance  were  com- 
plained of  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  Plumbing  Department  has  moved 
smoothly  under  the  same  officers  as  the  preceding  year. 
The  appended  tables  will  show  the  work  of  the  board  for 
the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  STREETS. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Attleborough. 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  of  the 
Highway  Department  of  the  town  of  Attleborough  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1902. 

North  Division. 

Although  no  extensive  damage  was  done  to  the 
highways  in  this  division  by  the  heavy  storms  and  freshet 
of  the  early  spring,  still  there  were  a great  many  small 
washouts,  all  of  which  have  been  thoroughly  repaired. 

Park  street,  below  Bishop  street,  for  a distance  of 
about  one  and  one-half  miles,  has  been  worked  to  grade. 
The  nature  of  this  work  was  such  that  the  steam  road 
roller  was  employed  to  do  the  heavy  work.  Sand,  loam, 
subsoil  and  rock  to  the  amount  of  1,391  loads  were  re- 
moved from  the  street  after  which  it  was  given  a dress  • 
ing  of  1,588  loads  of  gravel. 

This  street  from  Pine  street  to  Bishop  street  has  also 
received  a dressing  of  80  two-horse  loads  and  200  one- 
horse  loads  of  gravel. 

On  Pleasant  street,  between  Lindsey  street  and  the 
Norton  line,  87  loads  of  poor  material  have  been  removed 
and  120  two-horse  loads  and  490  one-horse  loads  of  gravel 
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used  for  dressing.  Also  between  Gustin  avenue  and 
Perry  street  this  street  has  received  a coating  of  75  two- 
horse  loads  and  75  one-horse  loads  of  gravel. 

Forest  street,  between  Park  and  Falmouth  streets, 
a distance  of  1,225  feet,  has  been  cut  and  brought  to 
grade.  Considering  the  short  lengths  worked  this  has 
been  a very  expensive  job,  as  for  a large  part  of  the  dis- 
tance it  Avas  necessary  to  cut  to  a depth  of  from,  one  to 
three  feet,  before  a good  bottom  could  be  found. 

Over  2,000  loads  of  material  were  removed,  of  which 
1,200  loads  of  loam  and  subsoil  have  been  sold  and  800 
loads  used  building  sidewalks  and  for  sub-filling.  It 
required  150  two-horse  loads  and  1,200  one-horse  loads 
of  stone  and  gravel  and  58  loads  of  ashes  to  bring  the 
street  to  grade  and  dress  the  sidewalks. 

That  part  of  Hazel  street  between  Maple  and  Car- 
penter streets  was  very  Ioav  but  has  been  partly  brought 
toward  grade,  650  loads  of  filling  having  been  used  for 
the  purpose.  , 

Mulberry  and  Lafayette  streets  have  been  partly  filled 
Avith  660  loads  of  graA^el  and  a large  number  of  loads  of 
material  Avhich  Avas  removed  from  other  streets. 

A distance  of  1,064  on  Pearl  street,  420  feet  on  . 
School  street  and  770  feet  on  Hazel  street,  in  all  2,258 
feet,  has  been  cut,  graded  and  coated  Avith  crushed  stone. 

Five  hundred  loads  of  material  were  remoA^ed  and 
placed  on  other  streets  and  243  loads  of  graA^el  and  1,450 
tons  of  crushed  stone  used  for  this  Avork. 

The  cost  of  this  Avork  Avas  65  cents  per  foot  on  Pearl 
street  and  70  cents  per  foot  on  School  and  Hazel  streets. 
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Seven  hundred  and  eighty  feet  in  length  on  Leonard 
street,  280  feet  on  Prospect  street,  300  feet  on  Third 
street,  300  feet  on  Jetterson  street  and  150  feet  on  High- 
land street,  a total  length  of  1,810  feet,  has  been  cut  and 
brought  to  grade.  Four  hundred  and  thirty-four  loads 
of  poor  material  were  removed  and  579  loads  were  taken 
up  and  used  for  sub-filling,  where  such  was  necessary, 
on  the  same  streets.  With  the  exception  of  a part  of 
Second  street,  which  received  a coating  of  240  tons  of 
crushed  stone,  these  streets  were  given  a dressing  of  114 
two-horse  loads  and  495  one-horse  loads  of  the  best  of 
gravel. 

All  of  this  work  was  laid  down  with  the  steam  road 
roller. 

Nearly  all  of  the  streets  and  roads  in  this  division 
have  been  scraped  and  cleaned  and  portions  of  them 
have  been  given  a coat  of  gravel. 

A part  of  the  bridge  on  AVest  street  at  Farmers  Vil- 
lage, which  was  washed  away  in  the  spring,  has  been  re- 
paired and  four  outlets  built  to  carry  the  water  from  the 
street  to  the  brook. 

Two  catch  basins  have  been  built  on  County  street, 
one  near  the  Wilmarth  factory  connecting  with  the  Ten 
Mile  river,  and  one  below  Sixth  street  connecting  with 
the  drain  running  across  the  street.  On  the  opposite 
side  a large  grate  has  been  placed  so  that  the  water  will 
pass  from  the  gutter  directly  into  the  drain. 

A number  of  plank  outlets  have  been  placed  on  sev- 
eral of  the  streets  so  that  the  water  may  pass  from  the 
roadway  more  quickly. 
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The  Thacher  Bridge,  so  called,  on  South  Main  street 
was  damaged  by  the  heavy  storm  in  February,  but,  as  it 
was  thought,  at  that  time,  that  it  could  be  repaired  at  a 
slight  expense,  the  Town  in  Alarch  made  only  a small 
appropriation  to  build  a sidewalk.  Before  the  work  on 
the  repairs  could  be  commenced  the  constant  jarring  of 
the  cars  caused  a part  of  one  of  the  arches  to  fall  in  and 
after  a careful  examination  it  was  decided  that  the  only 
thing  to  do  was  to  build  a new  bridge.  Plans  were 
made  and  it  was  estimated  that  a bridge  could  be  built 
for  about  seven  hundred  dollars  ($700.00). 

These  plans  were  submitted  to  the  railway  company 
and  they  agreed  to  pay  the  town  three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($350.00)  as  their  share  of  the  expense. 

Work  was  commenced  in  the  fall  anl  the  bridge  com- 
pleted in  about  five  weeks.  It  is  46  feet  wide  with  a 
clear  span,  for  the  water,  of  12  feet.  The  walls  were 
laid  up  three  feet  thick  with  cement  mortar,  and  wing 
walls,  laid  in  the  same  manner,  have  been  built  on  each 
side  of  the  road.  The  string  pieces  and  under-planking 
are  of  kyanized  lumber.  The  under  planking  is  three 
inches  thick  and  the  roadway  has  a top  planking  two 
inches  thick. 

Good  substantial  guard  rails  have  been  put  up  and 
the  street  graded  to  the  full  width  of  the  bridge  and  out- 
lets have  been  made  to  carry  the  water  from  the  street. 
All  in  all  we  have  a substantial  bridge  at  a very  small 
cost  to  the  town. 

Flerbert  A.  Caswell,  who  was  appointed  in  ]\Iarch, 
1900,  as  foreman  in  direct  charge  of  the  work  has  in 
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addition  to  his  other  duties,  qualified  as  a third-class 
eno'ineer  and  has  run  the  crusher  and  road  roller.  He 
has  given  good  satisfaction  and  is  a good  man  for  the 
position  which  he  fills. 

The  amount  of  material  handled  the  past  year  by 
this  part  of  the  department  has  been  1,500  tons  of  stone 
carted  to  the  crusher  from  streets,  banks,  etc.,  the  most 
of  which  is  now  in  the  yard,  1,700  tons  of  crushed  stone 
carted  to  streets,  7,100  loads  of  gravel  from  banks  to 
streets,  3.300  loads  from  street  to  street,  2,200  loads  from 
street  and  banks  to  stone  heap  and  dumps  and  234  loads 
of  ashes  to  sidewalks.  Also  1,300  loads  have  been  re- 
moved from  streets  and  sold.  Total  amount  moved  was 
17,334  loads. 

Charles  O.  Clafiin  has  had  charge  of  the  street  clean- 
ing and  sidewalk  work  most  of  the  time  the  past  year. 
He  and  Patrick  Dunn  are  employed  as  permanent  men, 
the  Fire  Department  men  and  horses  being  no  longer 
used.  The  amount  of  work  performed  has  been  900 
loads  of  gravel,  cinders  and  crushed  stone  for  the  repairs 
of  sidewalks,  100  loads  of  ashes  carted  from  shops  and 
stored  for  use  the  coming  year,  and  1,650  loads  removed 
from  streets  and  gutters,  a total  of  2,620  loads. 

Owing  to  the  delay  in  receiving  the  drain  pipe  order- 
ed for  the  upper  end  of  Thacher  brook  drain  it  was  im- 
possible to  lay  it  in  1901,  so  the  unexpended  balance, 
$66.90,  was  transferred  to  the  Highway  Department,  they 
to  lay  the  pipe  in  1,902.  The  pipe  has  been  laid,  the 
trench  filled,  banks  leveled  ofif  and  this  part  of  the  drain 
left  in  good  condition  at  an  expense  to  this  department  of 
5II3-23- 
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In  the  month  of  April  a new  horse  was  purchased  for 
the  street  cleaning  and  sidewalk  work.  This  necessi- 
tated the  building  of  an  addition  to  the  barn,  which  has 
been  done. 

There  has  also  lieen  a new  shed  built  partly  from  the 
balance  of  the  Sprinkling  Department  and  the  balance 
from  the  highway  appropriation,  so  that  now  we  have 
ample  room  for  the  needs  of  this  department  for  some 
time  to  come.

South  Division. 

Hugh  A.  Smith  of  Hebronville  was  re-appointed  as 
Superintendent  of  this  division.  He  has  the  same 
streets  and  the  same  number  of  miles  under  his  charge  as 
in  1901. 

Tl'ie  amount  expended  by  TIr.  Smith  the  past  year 
was  $1,788.07,  Avithin  four  dollars  of  the  amount  used  the 
year  before,  and  the  Avork  performed  is  as  follows: 

For  the  removal  of  sncAv  and  repairing  of  washouts, 
$139.47;  scraping,  cleaning  and  general  repairs  to 
roads,  $452.24;  cutting,  grading  and  graveling  Taunton 
avenue,  $385.95  ; on  Thurber  avemue,  from  South  Main 
street  to  a point  past  the  camp  ground,  the  roadway  has 
been  Avidened,  the  gutters  well  cut  and  a coating  of 
gravel  placed  the  entire  length,  at  a cost  of  $383.09; 
Thacher  street,  from  South  Main  street  to  the  railroad 
bridge  has  been  cut,  graded  and  has  received  a coat  of 
gravel,  at  a cost  of  $201.32;  the  lower  end  of  Locust 
street  has  been  dressed  with  gravel,  cost  $105.00;  Tiffany 


street,  from  South  Main  street  to  the  bridge,  has  1)een 
cut,  widened  and  graveled,  at  a cost  of  $i  18.00.  All  of 
the  work  on  these  streets  has  been  done  in  a substantial 
manner. 


Southwest  Division. 

This  division  has  remained,  as  in  the  past  five  years, 
in  charge  of  George  W.  Allen  of  Brown  street,  as  Divis- 
ion Superintendent.  The  storm  of  February,  1902, 
necessitated  a large  amount  of  extra  work  in  this  divis- 
ion, as  a number  of  the  roads  were  badly  washed,  but  the 
damage  was  promptly  repaired,  at  an  expense  of  $389.50. 

The  largest  job  undertaken  by  Mr.  Allen  was  the 
grading  of  Newport  avenue  from  Orr’s  corner  to  about 
300  feet  west  of  Commonwealth  avenue,  through  the  vil- 
lage of  South  Attleborough.  The  entire  distance  has 
received  a heavy  coat  of  gravel,  at  a cost  of  $937. 75- 

Brown  street  has  been  graveled  at  a cost  of  $171.00. 
Because  of  the  State  failing  to  continue  the  work  on 
Washington  street  as  expected,  it  has  been  necessary  for 
the  town  to  make  an  outlay  of  $411.39  on  this  street. 
Most  of  this  work  has  been  done  in  the  vicinity  of  Ray- 
mond’s Hill,  so  called.  The  street  has  received  a coat- 
ing of  gravel,  and  sidewalks  have  been  built  on  both 
sides,  as  far  as  Turner  street.  An  appropriation  of 
$100.00  for  graveling  Mendon  road  has  been  expended, 
and  $2.96  in  addition.  The  culvert  on  Leedham  street 
has  been  rebuilt,  the  street  straightened  and  graded  at  an 
expense  of  $286.64,  which  is  $86.64  more  than  was  appro- 
priated for  the  .work.  The  scraping,  cleaning  of  streets. 
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repairs  to  sidewalks  and  general  repairs  to  roads  cost 
$353.44,  making  the  total  amount  expended  in  this  divis- 
ion $2,652.68. 


West  Division. 

Herbert  A.  Smith  of  Thacher  street  was  re-appoint- 
ed as  Superintendent  of  the  West  Division  with  the  same 
streets  in  charge  as  in  1901.  The  tvork  performed  bv 
Hr.  Smith  and  amount  expended  is  as  follows: 

For  the  removal'  of  snow  and  repairing  washouts, 
S91.42  ; graveling  a portion  of  Xorth  avenue,  S373.23 ; re- 
pairing and  graveling  Tiffany  street.  $101.27;  repairing 
and  graveling  County  street,  $107.35  * scraping 

and  cleaning  streets,  cutting  brush,  and  general  repairs, 
$336.02,  making  the  total  amount  expended  in  this  di- 
vision, $1,013.29. 

The  property  of  the  Street  Depai  Lment  is  all  in  good 
condi'Lion  and  the  value  of  same,  outside  of  land,  is  $10,- 
550  00. 


Saint  Jean  Baptiste  Road. 

Owing  to  the  early  and  extreme  frost  in  the  fall  of 
1901,  this  road  was  not  completed  at  the  time  intended. 

I ne  heavy  storm  in  February  damaged  this  road  to 
a considerable  extent,  but,  as  soon  as  the  ground  became 
settled,  in  the  spring,  this  damage  was  repaired  and  the 
road  completed.  The  gutters  were  paved,  outlets  con- 
structed, steps  and  bank  walls  built,  lots  graded  and  the 
entire  job  completed,  at  a cost  of  $242.88  above  the  ap- 
propriation made  by  the  town. 
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Sidewalks. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  set  and  reset 
new  and  old  curbing  to  the  amount  of  4,960  feet. 

The  amount  of  new  curbing  that  has  been  set  is  as 
follows :

Old  curbing  has  been  reset  on  County,  Pearl,  Union, 
West,  and  South  Main  streets,  to  the  amount  of  460  feet. 

Length  of  gutters  paved,  5,100  feet. 

In  connection  with  the  sidewalk  work  five  hundred 
and  sixty-six  (566)  loads  of  sand  and  gravel  have  been 
required  to  do  the  paving  and  set  the  curbing. 

Three  hundred  and  fifteen  (315)  one-horse  loads  and 
thirty-three  (33)  two-horse  loads  of  paving  stones,  not 
including  the  stones  furnished  and  delivered  on  the 
ground  by  outside  parties,  have  been  used.  Eight  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  (814)  loads  of  poor  material  have  been 
removed  from  streets,  of  which  three  hundred  and 
twenty-one  (321)  loads  have  been  sold,  and  the  remain- 
der used  for  filling. 

The  amount  of  gravel,  crushed  stone,  ashes  and  cin- 
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ders  that  has  been  spread  on  the  sidewalks  is  as  follows : 


By  town  highway  teams 234  loads. 

By  town  street  cleaning  teams.  749  loads. 
By  Fire  Department  teams,  ...  SS  loads. 
By  . C.  Goff,  on  one-horse 

load  basis,  180  loads.

Total 3-012  loads. 

I would  recommend  that  the  same  amount  be  ap- 
propriated the  coming  year  for  sidewalk  work  under  the 
betterment  plan,  and  I would  also  recommend  that  five 
hundred  dollars  (S500.00)  be  appropriated,  to  be  expend- 
ed by  the  Selectmen,  for  re-dressing  old  concrete  walks 
which  are  becoming  badly  worn  in  many  places. 

Street  Sprinkling. 

In  order  to  give  our  streets  the  same  service  that  is 
required  in  cities  it  would  be  necessary  for  us  to  put  on 
seven  carts.  In  most  cities  two  miles  of  street  is  all  that 
one  cart  is  called  upon  to  sprinkle,  but.  during  the  past 
year,  we  have  endeavored  to  cover  thirteen  miles  with 
four  carts. 

The  carts  driven  by  W.  C.  Goff  and  R.  D.  Manches- 
ter have  had  three  and  three  quarters  miles  each  and  the 
other  two  carts  driven  by  the  Fire  Department,  have  had 
about  five  and  one-half  miles  together. 
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Considering-  the  amount  of  ground  covered  I feel 
that  good  service  has  been  rendered,  and  while  some  sec- 
tions of  the  streets  have  not  been  sprinkled  as  much  as 
we  would  like,  they  received  all  the  attention  that  it  was 
possible  to  give  them  without  putting  on  more  carts. 
And  I would  recommend  that  we  add  one  more  cart. 

Thacher  Brook  Drain  Bridges. 

An  appropriation  of  thirteen  hundred  dollars 
($1,300.00)  was  made  to  build  four  bridges  over  the 
Thacher  brook  drain  at  East,  School,  Pearl  and  Forest 
streets. 

After  a very  careful  examination  of  the  Forest  street 
bridge,  which  was  found  in  most  excellent  condition,  it 
was  decided  that  it  was  not  advisable  to  rebuild  it. 

Sulistantial  bridges  have  been  built  at  East,  School 
and  Pearl  streets.  When  making  our  estimates  for 
these  bridges  I was  informed  by  the  engineers  that  the 
drain  would  not  have  to  be  lowered  much,  if  any,  but, 
after  the  grade  was  given  me  it  was  found  that  the  drain 
would  have  to  be  lowered  about  20  inches,  which  added 
about  sixty  dollars  ($60.00)  to  the  cost  of  each  bridge. 
As  we  struck  quicksand  and  were  much  troubled  with 
Avater,  a plank  curb  two  and  one-half  feet  wide  and  54 
feet  long  was  laid  under  each  wall. 

The  walls  were  laid  up  solid  with  cement  and  were 
two  and  one-half  feet  thick  at  the  bottom  and  22  inches 
at  the  top.  Kyanized  lumber  was  used  for  the  cross- 
timbers and  planking  of  the  bridges.  The  approaches  to 
each  bridge  have  been  filled  in  with  gravel  and  paved 
gutters  laid  on  Pearl  and  School  streets. 
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Although  the  drain  was  thoroughly  cleaned  out  and 
the  bushes  cut  the  entire  length  last  year,  the  growth 
was  so  rapid  at  some  points  that  it  was  necessary  to  d<7 
some  of  the  work  over  again.  If  we  expect  to  get  bene- 
ficial results  from  the  drain  this  work  must  be  done  each 
year.  Wc  have  on  hand  seven  thousand  (7,000)  feet  of 
kyanized  lumber  which  will  be  available  for  planking  up 
the  sides  of  the  drain,  if  the  town  decides  to  extend  this 
class  of  work ; if  not,  it  can  be  used  for  bridge  construc- 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough: 

The  tenth  annual  report  of  the  Attleboro  Water 
Commissioners  is  herewith  submitted  as  required  by  the 
Town  Ordinances. 

Following  this  report  will  be  found  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Water  Works  and  Water  Regis- 
trar and  such  statistics  as  are  given  from  the  work  of  the 
Water  Department. 

A brief  examination  of  the  Superintendent’s  report 
will  suffice  to  show  that  the  season  has  been  an  un- 
usually busy  one. 

At  a special  town  meeting  held  February  3,  1902,  the 
town  voted  to  issue  $30,000.00  worth  of  bonds  at  3^% 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  pipe  where  guarantees  had  been 
given,  including  North  Main  street,  Peck  Plat,  Washing- 
ton street  and  St  Jean  Baptiste  Plat. 

P)ids  were  asked  for  on  500  tons  of  6",  8"  and  10"  cast 
iron  pipe  and  the  following  bids  were  received  February 
4,  1902: 

R.  D.  Wood  & Co., $29.79  per  ton. 

Warren  Foundry,  28.70  per  ton. 

U.  S.  Cast  Iron  Pipe  Co.,  . . 28.35 

The  contract  was  given  to  the  U.  S.  Cast  Iron  Pipe 
Co.,  lowest  bidders.  We  feel  that  the  town  was  very 
fortunate  buying  at  that  time  as  prices  advanced  very 
soon  after  and  kept  up  during  the  year. 
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Extensions  and  Distribution. 

There  have  been  more  extensions  this  year  than  in 
any  year  in  the  history  of  the  department  both  in  mains 
and  services.  The  extension  of  the  main  pipe  for  the 
year  is  30,729  feet  or  5 5-6  miles. 

The  table  giving  the  sizes  of  the  pipe  and  the  streets 
on  which  they  were  laid  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent. 

The  number  of  new  services,  163  ; replaced  services 
where  galvanized  pipe  was  taken  out  and  cement  lined 
pipe  put  in,  38 ; making  the  total  amount  of  service  pipe 
laid  9,318  feet,  which,  with  the  main  pipe  laid,  makes  a 
total  of  734  miles  for  the  year. 

For  the  coming  year  there  are  no  prospects  of  any 
calls  for  long  extensions  but  there  will  probably  be  calls 
for  a number  of  short  ones. 

There  is  one  guarantee  that  was  given  by  iMurphy  & 
(i)'Conneli  to  run  a 6"  pipe  from  Thacher  street  to  Lona 
Cutt  \'illage,  so  called,  about  2,500  feet,  but  as  they  did 
not  get  the  street  to  grade  it  was  given  up  for  this  year. 
On  all  the  other  guarantees  given  during  the  year  the 
pipe  was  laid. 

At  the  present  price  of  pipe  and  in  view  of  the  small 
amount  of  percentage  on  guarantees  we  do  not  recom- 
mend the  laying  of  pipe  unless  there  is  prospect  of  rapid 
growth  on  the  line,  enough  to  very  soon  make  it  a paying 
investment  for  the  town,  or  at  least  pay  expenses,  which 
the  5 per  cent  guarantee  does  not  do. 
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Pumping  Station. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  no  repairs  made  on 
the  building  and  it  is  in  good  condition  at  the  present 
time. 

The  pumping  engines  are  in  first  class  condition, 
also  the  electric  light  engine  and  the  engine  which  runs 
the  machine  shop. 

All  repairs  in  connection  with  the  pumps  and  boil- 
ers, etc.,  the  past  year  have  been  attended  to  by  the  Chiei 
Engineer  and  his  assistant,  in  the  machine  shop  at  the 
station. 

The  station  and  grounds  around  the  station  are  kept 
neat  and  clean. 

Well. 

The  well  at  South  Attleboro  is  in  good  condition, 
shows  no  signs  of  weakness  of  the  walls  and  has  supplied 
all  the  water  used  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  no  time  that  it  was  necessary  to  use 
pond  water,  but  if  the  department  continues  to  grow  as 
fast  in  the  next  two  or  three  years,  as  in  the  last,  it  may 
be  necessary  to  put  in  another  well. 

The  usual  system  of  maintaining  the  purity  of  the 
water  has  been  continued  during  the  year. 

Pond  and  Land  Adjoining. 

We  have  found  it  necessary  to  prohibit  fishing  and 
bathing  in  the  pond  to  protect  the  purity  of  the  water. 
While  we  have  not  had  to  use  water  from  the  pond,  the 
fact  still  remains  that  it  may  be  necessary  at  any  time  to 
do  so  if  there  should  be  a large  fire,  and  for  that  reason 
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the  Commissioners  feel  that  every  precaution  should  be 
taken  to  prevent  contamination  of  any  kind.  Last 
winter  we  cut  of¥  the  bushes  and  wood  around  the  pond 
as  far  as  we  could  on  the  ice,  getting  wood  enough  to 
pay  the  expense  and  shall  continue  the  same  this  winter, 
hoping  in  tome  to  have  the  entire  shores  of  the  pond 
clear  of  brush  and  wood  eighteen  feet  back  from  high 
water  mark. 

Fire  Connections. 

There  were  three  fire  connections  called  for  during 
the  year  making  a total  of  nineteen  now  connected. 
Having  so  many,  the  Commissioners  found  it  necessary 
to  estal)lish  rules  and  regulations  especially  to  govern 
and  control  these  connections  and  they  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing rules,  under  section  8,  articles  13 'and  14: 

13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private 
hydrants  or  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  water 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water 

Board  and  sign  an  application  for  same, 

by  which  they  agree  to  comply  with  the 
by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file  a plan  of  piping 
for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will  not  be  turned  on 
until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the  Board  or  their  rep- 
resentatives. 

The  AYater  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
1-hey  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

All  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  town  system 
shall  l)e  laid  1)y  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner. 

All  valves  and  jwivate  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by 
the  Water  Department. 
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14-  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  or  private  hydrants  on  the  premises  or 
in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any  pur- 
poses excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  any  private 
hydrant  in  or  out  of  the  building  for  any  other  purposes 
excepting  fire  unless  by  permission  of  the  Water  Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Board 
may  impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more 
than  $20.00. 

If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
the  Water  Board  shall  estimate  the  amount  so  used  and 
shall  charge  regular  rates. 

If  the  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  not  paid  when  present- 
ed the  Water  Board  may  shut  off  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  or  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply  until 
such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  will  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 

These  rules  will  be  printed  in  large  type  on  cards 
and  posted  in  every  building  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions. 

The  Commissioners  also  adopted  the  following  new 
rules,  section  8,  articles  15  and  16: 

15.  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 
from  the  sidewalk  line  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner.  The  Water  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  owner’s  part  and  may  demand  a depcs  t 
for  the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there 
is  frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 

16.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  through 
private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un- 
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less  the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instruiiient 
securing-  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interference  that  shall  effect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 
right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and  mainte- 
nance. 

The  reasons  for  adopting  article  15  were,  first,  that 
all  service  pipe  shall  be  cement  lined  pipe  to  the  cellar, 
second,  that  the  department  shall  know  how  all  pipes  are 
laid  under  ground  and  avoid  leaks  in  making  connec- 
tions. 

Article  16  seemed  called  for  to  protect  the  town 
from  any  trouble  which  might  arise  from  laying  pipe  on 
private  ground. 

Stand  Pipe. 

The  stand  pipe  was  emptied,  cleaned  out  and  in- 
spected in  July  and  was  found  to  be  some  pitted  with 
rust  but  looked  to  be  sound,  with  no  signs  of  settling  of 
foundations,  yet  it  was  built  in  1890  and  the  average  life 
of  a stand  pipe  that  high  is  supposed  to  be  from  fourteen 
to  sixteen  years.  According  to  that  there  are  only  four 
years  left  for  the  present  stand  pipe  and  with  Attleboro's 
growth  we  shall  outgrow  it  by  that  time  or  before. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  too  small  for  economy  and 
we  believe  it  is  time  to  begin  to  make  plans  for  a larger 
storage  on  higher  grounds  so  that  the  town- may  have  a 
continuous  fire  pressure  of  at  least  90  pounds  with  two 
direct  mains  from  the  station  to  the  centre  of  the  town. 

By  beginning  this  year  to  lay  out  the  work,  taking 
the  time  to  study  the  requirements  of  the  town  for  at 
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least  twenty  years  in  the  future,  also  taking  advantage  of 
the  market  and  the  department  having  time  to  lay  the 
pipe,  we  feel  that  in  this  way  a great  deal  of  money  could 
be  saved  for  the  town,  over  what  it  would  cost  to  wait 
until  it  was  necessary  to  do  these  things  and  then  have 
to  push  them  through  in  a hurry  regardless  of  cost  of 
material  or  labor. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  e'Oters  again  to 
the  fact  that  the  total  cost  to  the  town  for  public  water 
is  only  $5,000.00  and  that  amount  is  placed  in  the  sinking; 
fund  to  pay  bonds  when  due,  and  this  year  we  shall  ask 
for  only  $4,000.00  from  the  town  and  recommend 
$5,200.00  for  the  sinking  fund.  Below  is  a statement  of 
credits  that  the  \\'ater  Department  should  receive  from 
the  town  based  on  the  lowest  amount  charged  by  private 


companies  or  towns: 

307  hydrants  @ $30.00, $9,210.00 

Street  sprinkling,  1,200.00 

Public  buildings  and  Street  De- 
partment,   1,100.00 

Drinking  fountains,  300.00 


$11,800.00 

You  will  readily  see  from  these  figures  that  the  town 
is  getting  its  public  water  at  a very  low  price. 

Recommendations. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  issue 
$10,000.00  of  3^  per  cent,  bonds  for  thirty  years  to  be 
used  for  construction,  not  to  be  issued  until  necessary. 
We  would  also  recommend  an  appropriation  by  the 
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town  of  $4,000.00  for  the  sinking  fund  for  maintenance 
together  with  the  receipts  from  the  department.

100  new  ones  were  laid  and  which  was  in  excess  of  any 
previous  year. 

Amount  of  service  pipe  laid  as  follows : 

2.538  feet  from  main  to  service  box. 

6.156  feet  from  service  box  to  cellar. 

624  feet  were  laid  on  private  land. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-eight  feet  of  cement  lined 
pipe  were  sold  to  plumbers  which  was  used  for  service 
pipe. 

Extensions. 

AVe  began  the  extension  on  Xorth  Alain  street. 
Alarch  23rd.  laying  4.160  feet  of  main  pipe,  connecting 
the  services  and  completing  the  work  and  turning  on  the 
water  April  7,  1902. 

We  then  laid  778  feet  of  main  pipe  on  Peck  Plat  and 
began  on  Washington  street  and  St.  Jean  Baptiste  Plat 
April  i6th.  On  this  extension,  including  the  mains  on 
the  side  streets  there  were  14,209  feet  of  pipe.  The 
mains  were  all  laid,  service  connections  made  and  water 
turned  on  to  the  entire  system  Alay  28,  1902.  The 

water  was  shut  oft  from  Pawtucket  at  the  line  on  Sr. 
Jean  Plat  at  3:30  p.  m.  Alay  31,  1902,  and  the  Attleboro 
system  connected  thus  completing  the  entire  extension 
in  seven  weeks. 

We  found  the  old  pipes  on  the  plat  in  very  poor  con- 
dition, being  filled  with  rust  and  vegetable  matter  so  that 
in  some  places  we  were  obliged  to  put  in  new  cement 
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lined  mains.  On  West  Carpenter  street  320  feet  of 
I i-2-inch  cement  lined  pipe  were  laid,  also  281  feet  of  the 
same  size  on  Pond  street  and  337  feet  of  i i -4-inch  on 
Lord  street,  and  replaced  17  old  services. 

Where  the  new  pipe  has  been  put  in  there  is  no  com- 
plaint of  poor  water  and  the  old  pipes  that  now  remain  in 
will  have  to  come  out  within  a short  time  as  much  was 
second-hand  when  put  in. 

The  next  long  extension  was  laying  4,025  feet  of  8- 
inch  pipe  on  Thacher  street,  which  was  completed  Aug- 
ust I2th,  making  a connection  through  from  County 
street  to  South  iXIain  street,  thereby  lessening  our  risk 
in  case  of  trouble  from  breaks  in  Lhe  main  pipe  between 
Bushee’s  corner  and  Park  street.  With  the  8-inch  pipe 
on  Thacher  street  we  would  be  able  to  supply  the  town 
with  water  for  domestic  purposes  or  maintain  four  good 
fire  streams. 

Private  Fire  Connections. 

There  were  three  applications  for  private  fire  con- 
nections during  the  past  year,  The  Attleboro  Manufac- 
turing Company  on  Hazel  street,  H.  M.  Williams  & 
Company  on  Forest  street  and  James  Orr,  West  street, 
South  Attleboro. 

The  department  made  the  connection  to  the  mains, 
and  ran  the  pipe  inside  the  buildings  at  the  expense  of 
the  owners,  and  in  this  way  246  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  was 
used,  four  6-inch  gates,  four  indicator  posts.  One  of 
the  6-inch  gates  and  indicator  posts  was  set  on  a former 
connection. 
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Hydrants. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  29  new  hy- 
drants set,  making  the  total  number  307,  which  I think 
is  more  than  in  any  other  city  or  town  of  the  size  in  the 
country.  All  hydrants  have  been  painted  during  the 
year  and  all  inspected  at  least  four  times.  There  have 
been  47  repaired,  all  of  them  flushed  four  times,  and  all 
the  hydrants  on  dead  ends  of  pipe  were  flushed  every 
week  during  the  summer  months. 

Leaks. 

There  were  18  leaks,  two  on  the  mains,  ii  on  ser- 
vices and  five  on  gate  valves,  making  a very  small  num- 
ber for  the  amount  of  pipe.  With  only  two  leaks  on  the 
main  pipes  of  39  miles  it  shows  that  they  are  in  the  very 
best  of  condition.  Four  of  the  leaks  on  the  service  pipes 
were  caused  by  electrolysis,  or  the  action  of  the  electric 
current,  on  the  pipe  on  Emory  street  under  the  Bristol 
County  Electric  Railway  tracks. 

"We  have  had  three  ser\-ices  to  put  in  new  and  one 
has  been  put  in  twice  during  the  year  and  the  indications 
are  that  there  will  be  more  trouble  from  the  same 
cause  in  the  future,  which  may  be  a great  source  of  dan- 
ger to  the  town's  pipe,  especially  on  Emory  and  County 
streets  where  the  main  pipe  is  directly  under  the  tracks. 

Gate  Valves  and  Boxes. 

There  have  been  41  new  gate  valves  put  in  this  year, 
58  new  gate  boxes  have  been  set,  26  have  been  brought 
to  grade.  There  have  been  178  new  service  boxes  set 
and  124  brought  to  grade.  It  is  very  hard  to  keep  ali 
the  service  boxes  to  grade  as  a great  number  of  the 
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streets  are  not  curbed  and  the  sidewalks  wash  away  and 
wear  down  so  as  to  leave  the  boxes  exposed  and  danger- 
ous to  travel  and  the  frost  will  also  raise  them  in  the 
spring  of  the  year.  All  of  these  cases  have  been  prompt- 
ly attended  to  as  soon  as  they  come  to  the  notice  of  the 
department. 

The  total  number  of  service  boxes  is  1,411. 

Meters. 

During  the  year  167  new  meters  have  been  set,  mak- 
ing a total  now  in  use  of  1,449.  There  have  been  304 
taken  out,  tested  and  repaired  and  we  are  taking  out  and 
testing  all  the  meters  that  have  been  in  a number  of 
years  and  we  find  most  of  them  partly  filled  with  rust  and 
running  slow,  especially  where  they  are  on  galvanized 
pipe. 

Rusty  Water. 

We  have  had  less  complaint  from  rusty  water  this 
year  than  in  any  in  the  last  three  years,  as  in  some  of  the 
worst  cases  the  owners  of  property  have  had  their  old 
pipe  taken  out  and  replaced  with  cement  lined  pipe. 
There  have  been  38  replaced  during  the  year  and  have 
had  no  complaint  from  any  changed  within  that  time. 

You  will  see  by  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  that  Attleboro’s  water  continues  to  hold  its  high 
standard  of  the  purity  of  water. 

Work  Shop. 

The  work  shop  on  County  street,  in  the  rear  of  A.  A. 
Bushee  & Co.’s  shop,  containing  one  thousand  square  feet 
of  floor  space,  where  all  of  the  service  pipe  is  lined  and 
meters  are  repaired  and  tested,  is  rather  small  for  our 
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Avork,  but  very  convenient.  During  the  last  year  we 
have  put  in  a water  motor  and  made  a 3-inch  connection 
from  King  street  so  as  to  have  power  for  machine  work 
on  meter  repairing  and  have  found  it  a great  success. 

We  have  also  built  a shed  34x22  and  have  floored 
over  the  old  well  house  for  a store  room,  all  of  which  we 
find  very  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

Consumption  of  Water. 

There  has  not  been  the  increase  in  the  use  of  water 
for  the  past  year  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  income. 
The  reason  for  this  is  the  meter  system  and  every  effort 
to  stop  public  waste  of  water  and  the  small  increase  over 
last  year  shows  that  our  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain. 
In  1901  the  total  gallons  pumped  were  147,946,520  and 
in  1902  the  total  was  159,024,210  gallons,  with  an  actual 
increase  of  revenue  of  about  $3,500.00  over  1901. 

Appended  will  be  found  tables  showing  a condensed 
statement  of  the  pumping  records  for  the  year  and  copies 
of  the  analyses  made  from  samples  of  water  taken  from 
the  well.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  REGISTRAR  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1902. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1902  there  was  not  an  un- 
collected water  bill  for  the  year  and  I think  it  is  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  this  department.  The  uncollected 
amount  of  $49.66  was  for  laying  of  pipe,  repairs  of 
meters,  etc.,  which  was  done  late  in  the  year. 
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I wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  patrons  of  the  Water 
Department  for  their  prompt  payment  and  their  co- 
operation with  Water  Registrar  to  have  made  it  possible 
to  have  every  1902  water  bill  collected,  which  is  certainly 
a credit  to  the  town  and  this  department.

WATER  ANALYSIS -ATTLEBOROUGH. 
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ATTLEBOROUGH  WATER  WORKS. 

Water  Ordinances. 

Section  i.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  the  annual  town  election,  choose  from 
their  number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a 
qnornm  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  The  Com- 
missioners may  appoint  and  remove  at  their  descretion 
a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  A\'ater  Registrar,  a superin- 
tendent and  such  employees  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
ne  ''  ssary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may 
fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  employees  and  agents  sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all 
lands,  structures,  works  and  apparatus  designed  and  pro- 
vided for  obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the  uses 
of  the  town.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control  and 
management  of  the  uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of  such 
works  and  structures,  whether  newly  determined  upon 
or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possessed  by  the 
town,  and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  law- 
fully controlled  by  the  town,  and  they  may  exercise  all 
rights  as  to  entry  upon  and  passage  over  private  prem- 
ises which  now  are  or  may  become  vested  in  the  town, 
belonging  or  relating  to  the  management  of  the  water 
works  and  supply  of  water. 


Sec.  4.  The  Water  Board  shail  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from 
which  a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  the  purity  thereof 
may  not  be  impaired. 

Sec.  5.  The  Water  Board  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and 
claims  incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duty 
and  all  claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  they  shall  at  the  annual  town  meeting 
make  a report  in  detail  to  the  town  of  their  official  acts 
and  doings  for  the  year  preceding  with  estimates  of  ex- 
penditures and  receipts  for  the  year  succeeding,  and 
such  suggestions^  and  recommendations  as  may  seem  to 
them  for  the  benefit  of  the  town. 

Sec.  6.  The  W'ater  Board  shall  make  all  proper  ar- 
rangements for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use  at 
fires,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient 
and  suitable  manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Selectmen  arrange  for  such  supply  of  water  as  may 
be  required  for  operating  any  public  fountains,  or  orna- 
mental public  water  works,  for  flushing  and  cleansing 
public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprinkling  streets,  and  for 
any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that  of  ordinary 
water*  takers. 

Sec.  7.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  exclusive 
charge  of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  rates  as  they  may  deem  to  be  judicious. 
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Sec.  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regula- 
tions and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by 
the  ^^’ater  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  the  contract  with 
every  person  who  takes  the  water,  and  the 'fact  of  taking 
shall  be  considered  as  expressing  assent  on  the  part  of 
the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or 
more  parties  may  receive  the  water  through  the  same 
pipe,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  on  again  ex- 
cept by  order  of  the  Water  Board,  and  on  payment  of 
one  dollar,  and  in  case  of  such  violation,  any  payment 
for  the  water  by  the  person  committing  such  violatioa 
shall  be  forfeited. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the 
prescribed  form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use 
to  which  it  is  to  be'applied. 

Xo  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not 
entitled  to  its  use. 

2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  ser- 
vice pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  pro- 
tected from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be 
held  liable  for  all  damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to 
do  so.  They  shall  provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be 
properly  located  inside  the  building,  and  have  the  pipes 
so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them, 
whenever  there  is  danger  of  its  freezing. 
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3-  They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water, 
and  shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures 
to  prevent  freezing,  and  there  shall  be  no  concealment  of 
the  purpose  for  which  the  water  is  used. 

4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes 
or  fixtures  inserted  by  the  town  except  by  persons  au- 
thorized by  the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed  to 
enter  the  premises  to  examine  the  apparatus,  the  quantity 
of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to  ascertain 
wdiether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

5.  The  town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever 
tlie  W ater  Board  deems  it  necessary  to  repair  the  works, 
to  shut  off  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 

6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 
agents  or  assistants  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water 
taker  to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of  its 
use  and  to  cut  off  the  water  for  non-payment  of  rents  or 
fines,  or  any  violations  of  these  regulations  or  for  any 
other  necessary  purpose  connected  with  the  discharge 
of  their  duties. 

7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied 
to  their  premises.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more 
than  one  taker  through  a single  service,  the  bill  may  be 
made  either  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction 
of  the  owner  to  the  tenants ; but  in  case  of  non-payment 
the  water  may  be  shut  off,  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
takers  may  have  paid  their  proportion  to  such  owner  or 
the  town. 

8.  A taker  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  attach  to 
the  service  pipe  of  his  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size, 
when  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  for 


the  interest  of  the  town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  read- 
ings, even  if  a bill  by  fixture  rates  has  already  been 
settled. 

9.  All  service  pipe  and  stop  cocks  will  be  supplied 
and  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  wate* 
taker  and  at  his  expense  both  for  labor  and  material. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  water  rent  in 
thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  or  violating  the  above 
rules  the  water  may  be  shut  oft.  The  sum  of  $i  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 

11.  After  January  i,  1902,  no  person  or  persons  will 
be  allowed  to  connect  two  or  more  houses  together 
through  one  service  connection  with  the  main  water  pipe 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  W ater  Board;  and  if 
any  are  so  connected  in  the  future  without  permission  the 
water  may  be  shut  ofl:  from  the  service  in  use  until  a new 
service  connection  is  made  with  the  connecting  house. 

On  all  services  where  two  or  more  houses  are  now 
connected  through  one  service  the  owner  shall  not 
have  the  benefit  of  the  sliding  scale  of  water  rates  until 
the  average  of  each  house  so  connected  amounts  to  the 
same  as  allowed  by  the  same  rates  for  a single  house. 

12.  The  W^ater  Board  reserves  to  itself  the  right 
to  shut  of¥  the  water  at  the  street  service  from  the  prop- 
erty of  any  person  or  persons  disconnecting  or  taking  out 
a water  meter  on  their  premises  without  permission  and 
water  so  turned  oflf  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  a 
satisfactory  settlement  for  same  oflfense  is  made  with  the 
W^ater  Board.  • 


13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private 

hydrants  or  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  water 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water 

Board  and  sign  an  application  for  same, 

by  which  they  agree  to  comply  with  the 
by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file  a plan  of  piping 
for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will  not  be  turned  on 
until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the  Board  or  their  rep- 
resentatives. 

The  Water  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
^hey  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

All  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  town  system 
shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner. 

All  valves  and  private  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by 
the  Water  Department. 

14.  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  or  private  hydrants  on  the  premises  or 
in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any  pur- 
poses excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  an}^  private 
hydrant  in  or  out  of  the  building  for  any  other  purposes 
excepting  fire  unless  by  permission  of  the  Water  Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Board 
may  impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more 
than  $20.00. 

If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
the  Water  Board  shall  estimate  the  amount  so  used  and 
shall  charge  regular  rates. 

If  the  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  not  paid  when  present- 
ed the  Water  Board  may  shut  ofif  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  or  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply  until 
such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  will  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 
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15^  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 
from  the  sidewalk  line  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner.  The  Water  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  owner’s  part  and  may  demand  a deposit 
for  the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there 
is  frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 

i6.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  through 
private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un- 
less the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instrument 
securing  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interference  that  shall  effect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 
right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and  mainte- 
nance. 

Sec.  9.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be 
payable  semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of 
January  and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific 
supplies  or  supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In 
all  cases  where  the  consumption  of  water  is  ascertained 
by  meters,  any  excess  of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be  pay- 
able annually,  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  may  be  required 
by  the  Water  Board.

Sec.  10.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the 
water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without 
the  license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20  upon  con- 
viction thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws.

To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough: 

The  committee  to  whom  you  have  entrusted  the  care 
of  the  public  schools  of  this  town,  hereby  respectfully 
submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1902. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  detailed  financial 
statement  which  indicates  in  what  ways  the  money 
which  was  appropriated  for  school  purposes  has  been 
used. 
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You  are  urged  to  consider  the  reports  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, the  Principals  of  Grammar  and  High  Schools, 
and  the  Supervisors  of  Physical  Culture,  Music  and 
Drawing.  From  them  you  may  learn  something  of  the 
work  which  has  been  attempted  during  the  year,  and  the 
end  towards  which  we  are  striving. 

The  year  has  been  characterized  by  few  radical 
changes  in  methods  of  work ; and  only  such  changes  in 
the  personnel  of  our  teaching  force  as  were  made  impera- 
tive by  conditions,  either  within  or  without. 

It  becomes  more  and  more  apparent  that  it  is  not 
essential  to  create  changes  simply  to  remind  our  citizens 
that  something  is  being  done. 

The  process  of  education  is  a complex  one ; and  the 
part  which  the  public  schools  can  perform  is  largely  a 
matter  of  beginnings.  They  do  not  turn  out  a finished 
educational  product.  They  can  do  little  more  than  lay 
a foundation,  and  give  direction  to  certain  lines  of  effort. 
Because  of  the  limitations  of  the  public  schools,  it  is  im- 
perative that  we  secure  teachers  who  entertain  exalted 
ideas  of  their  opportunity;  who  feel  that  they  are  a as- 
signed to  very  delicate  and  important  tasks.  Teachers 
who  do  not  realize  that  the  real  end  of  education  is  char- 
acter ; that  they  are  dealing  with  human  souls ; and  that 
they  may  either  lift  them  into  the  light  of  a noble  pur- 
pose, or  plunge  them  into  the  darkness  of  indifference 
have  no  place  in  the  school  room.  Our  schools  are  main- 
tained for  the  sake  of  our  children. 

While  there  has  been  an  increase  in  our  school  popu- 
lation, nevertheless  we  are  not  confronted  by  the  neces- 
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sity  of  providing  increased  accommodations,  except  for 
the  High  School. 

The  membership  of  the  High  School  has  transcend- 
ed the  capacity  of  the  building.  Reference  to  the  reports 
of  Superintendent  Kelly,  and  Principal  Gilpatric  will  sug- 
gest the  present  situation.  It  is  imperative  that  imme- 
diate steps  be  taken  to  provide  larger  accommodations 
for  the  High  School.  Under  existing  conditions,  it  is 
difficult  to  do  the  work,  and  impossible  to  do  all  that  we 
ought  to  do. 

The  ideal  thing  for  our  town  would  be  to  erect  a new 
High  School  Building  with  the  best  possible  equipments. 
But  a possible  expedient  is  to  increase  the  present  build- 
ing by  erecting  a wing  on  ground  already  ours,  and  con- 
stituting a part  of  the  High  School  premises.  We  in- 
vite the  most  careful  consideration  of  this  question  that 
the  wiser  course  may  be  adopted. 

We  note  with  deep  regret  the  loss  which  this  com- 
mittee and  the  town  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  i\Ir.  J. 
O.  Tiffany,  and  ask  your  attention  to  the  word  of  appre- 
ciation which  appears  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Especially  gratifying  has  been  the  increasingly  good 
attendance  in  some  of  our  schools.  This  is  a most  im- 
portant matter.  Irregular  attendance  is  prejudical  not 
only  to  the  good  of  the  school,  but  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  pupil. 

It  is  also  a matter  for  congratulation  that  the  Public 
Library  is  being  a working  factor  in  our  public  schools ; 
that  our  children  are  acquiring  the  reading  habit.  This 
is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  efforts  of  our  efficient 
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Superintendent,  and  the  cordial  support  and  willing  co- 
operation of  the  Librarian  and  the  Library  Trustees. 

We  recommend  that  the  following  appropriations  be 
made  for  the  use  of  our  schools.  The  fact  that  we  ask 
for  increased  appropriations,  is  due  largely  to  our  inabil- 
ity to  secure  an  adequate  fuel  supply  during  the  summer 
of  1902,  and  the  necessity  of  paying  inflated  prices  for 
what  we  did  secure ; and  the  fact  that  the  expense  of 
much  of  this  fuel  must  be  met  by  this  new  appropriation.

The  career  of  Air.  J.  O.  Tiffany  in  this  town  was 
unique  in  this  respect,  that  no  matter  how  we  estimate 
his  life’s  worth  it  was  all  given  to  the  cause  of  popular 
education  here.  This  means  more  than  appears  at  fiist 
thought.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  nearly  all  the  68 
years  of  his  life  were  passed  in  Attleboro ; and  that  with 
the  exception  of  a brief  period  of  commercial  activity,  he 
was  continuously  identified  with  our  public  schools  from 
the  time  when  he  entered  them  as  a school  boy  till  the 
day  of  his  death,  and  that  he  went  the  whole  round  of 
pupil,  teacher,  principal,  superintendent,  and  committee 
man. 

After  such  a patriotic  and  influential  and  extended 
career  in  his  native  town,  from  which  no  allurements 
from  abroad  ever  severed  him,  a career  lived  among  gen- 
erations of  his  own  people  who  knew  him  from  the  be- 
ginning, no  eulogy  of  ours  is  needed  to  embellish  it.  The 
stamp  of  his  character  is  on  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  our 
citizens. 

The  School  Committee  of  Attleboro  records  with 
profound  feeling  the  passing  of  a life  which  by  common 
consent  has  never  been  equalled  in  the  extent  of  its  in- 
fluence upon  the  public  schools  of  this  town.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Attleborough: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  twentieth  in  the  series 
of  such  reports. 

Teachers. 

The  most  significant  event  of  the  year  was  the  spon- 
taneous action  of  the  town  in  increasing  the  appropria- 
tion for  teachers’  salaries.  As  a result  the  following 
schedule  of  annual  salaries  went  into  efifect  September  i, 
1902.

success  of  the  teachers,  and  the  character  of  the  school. 

The  first  feature  is  the  increase  itself ; the  second 
feature  is  that  the  difference  between  a primary  and  a 
grammar  teacher’s  maximum  has  been  reduced  from  $80 
to  $40.  The  normal  schools,  on  which  we  now  solely 
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depend  for  tlie  special  training  of  oiir  teachers,  ignore  the 
artilicial  scale  of  salaries  rising  from  primary  to  gram- 
mar, and  most  of  the  progressive  cities  and  towns  follow 
the  more  logical  plan  of  uniform  salaries,  toward  which 
we  have  advanced  this  year. 

During  the  calendar  year  1902,  twenty-two  teachers 
left  our  service  and  twenty  others  were  appointed  to  suc- 
ceed them,  the  two  having  no  successors  being  employed 
in  kindergartens  where  the  attendance  had  fallen  oft*. 
One  of  them  resigned  to  teach  elsewhere,  and  the  other 
was  given  another  school  in  town.  Of  the  retiring  teach- 
ers, one  gave  up  teaching  to  be  married,  and  two  because 
of  poor  health,  seven  were  not  reappointed,  and  twelve  re- 
signed to  accept  higher  salaries  elsewhere.  The  loss  of 
twelve  good  teachers  and  seven  unsatisfactory  ones  in- 
dicates from  opposite  standpoints  our  aim  to  employ  only 
good  teachers. 

To  receive  an  appointment  here,  one  must  at  least 
have  graduated  from  a High  School.  Of  all  the  teachers 
in  the  employ  of  the  town  during  the  school  year  ending 
last  June,  73  per  cent,  had  also  prepared  themselves  by 
additional  studies  in  colleges  and  normal  schools.  Three 
years  ago  57.5  per  cent,  had  made  this  extended  prepara- 
tion, and  the  proportion  has  been  gradually  increasing 
each  year. 

Industrial  Education.  • 

Another  significant  event  of  the  year  was  an  unex- 
pected gift  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  in- 
dustrial training  in  a small  degree  in  the  central  schools. 
The  money  was  gratefully  accepted  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  one  hour  a week  allotted  for  the  work  which 
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is  SO  elementary  that  the  regular  teachers  can  give  the 
lessons  under  the  direction  of  the  drawing  supervisor. 
The  general  plan  of  this  work  is  outlined  in  her  report. 

Lack  of  space  forbids  even  a fairly  complete  state- 
ment of  the  sound  reasons  for  the  industrial  training  of 
chddren  in  the  public  schools.  It  should  be  said,  how- 
ever, 

1.  That  the  work  chosen  not  merely  interests  but 
educates. 

2.  That  universal  experience  declares  that  they  will 
learn  their  other  lessons  better  because  of  it. 

3.  That  the  teachers  with  but  four  exceptions  asked 
for  it. 

4.  That  the  children  like  it. 


Evening  Schools. 

The  second  season  of  the  Free  Public  Evening  Ele- 
mentary Schools  began  September  30,  1902,  and  contin- 
ued three  evenings  a week  until  December  19,  or  35  even- 
ings in  all. 

Something  of  the  scope  of  these  schools  may  be  seen 
from  the  following  statistics :

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The  season’s  experience  shows : 

1.  That  one  per  cent.  (113)  of  the  total  popula- 
tion of  the  town  (11,335)  'vv^^s  enrolled  as  illiterate 
minors,  .and  that  these  were  foreign  born. 

2.  That  there  is  a relatively  small  demand  for 
instruction  in  the  common  English  branches  higher 
than  the  primary  stage. 

3.  That  there  is  a demand  for  instruction  in 
High  School  subjects  which  should  be  met  in  some 
degree  next  season. 

4.  That  the  monthly  socials  at  Dodgeville  and 
Hebronville  were  invaluable  in  strengthening  the 
school  spirit. 

We  employed  two  of  the  principals  for  these  schools 
from  our  day  force,  one  of  them  receiving  leave  of  ab- 
sence for  the  purpose.  Two  other  day  teachers  were 
added  near  the  end  of  the  term,  but  with  these  excep- 
tions, we  found  it  possible  to  secure  a full  corps  of  ex- 
perienced teachers  without  calling  on  our  own  teachers 
to  teach  day  and  night.  The  character  of  the  discipline 
and  instruction  was  therefore  in  no  way  inferior  to  that 
of  the  day  school. 

Two  rules  were  put  into  force  to  steady  the  member- 
ship of  the  schools : That  no  one  should  be  enrolled  who 
did  not  attend  at  least  three  successive  nights,  and  that 
no  new  members,  except  illiterates,  should  be  admitted 
during  the  second  half  of  the  term. 

The  enforcement  of  the  new  law  requiring  all  minors 
in  towns  of  this  population  to  have  their  educational 
status  certified  to  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
before  receiving  employment,  involved  the  examination 
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of  1,113  minors  over  16  years  of  age.  The  law  has  been 
effective  in  locating  illiterate  minors  and  in  getting  most 
of  them  into  school.  Their  employers  have  acted  very 
promptly  in  demanding  their  attendance,  and  as  hereto- 
fore have  been  in  close  touch  with  the  school  authorities. 

Library  and  School. 

A full  account  of  the  general  plan  of  “A  Course  in 
Reading  and  Literature”  appeared  in  my  last  report.  The 
use  of  it  practically  began  with  the  year  1902,  and  its  in- 
fluence on  the  reading  of  the  pupils  has  been  remarkable. 
Admitting,  of  course,  that  many  library  books  with- 
drawn even  under  our  open  shelf  system,  are  never  read 
at  all,  and  that  many  more  are  neither  wisely  nor  com- 
pletely read,  yet  the  circulation  figures  reveal  at  least 
how  strongly  children  desire  to  read,  and  how  great  our 
responsibility  to  provide  them  with  good  books. 

The  last  year  before  the  publication  of  this  guide 
(1901)  the  circulation  of  library  books  on  school  cards 
was  11,601  volumes:  After  publication,  it  rose  in  a single 
year  to  17,923  volumes.  The  circulation  of  the  Public 
Library  for  1902  broke  all  previous  records  by  8,938  vol- 
umes ; 6,322  volumes  of  this  increase  was  on  school  cards 
and  1,911  volumes  of  it  went  by  the  rural  deliveries  to 
remote  parts  of  the  town  never  served  before. 

Soon  after  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  arrangements 
were  made  with  the  Rural  Free  Delivery  mail  carriers  to 
act  as  carriers.  W e now  have  a good  working  system’ 

of  exchanges  between  the  library  and  each  of  the  seven 
outlying  schools,  and  the  duties  of  librarian,  carrier, 
teacher,  and  patron  are  clearly  defined  in  writing.  The 
benefits  are  not  limited  to  the  500  pupils  of  these  schools, 
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but  may  be  enjoyed  by  adult  readers  living  near  them  so 
that  now  it  is  not  only  possible  but  fairly  convenient  also 
for  any  inhabitant  of  Attleboro,  no  matter  in  what  part 
of  the  town  he  lives,  to  draw  books  from  the  Public  Li- 
brary. Each  of  the  seven  outlying  school  houses  is 
practically  a library  sub-station  for  that  vicinity,  and  for 
the  first  time  the  Public  Library  is  able  to  serve  the 
Avhole  town.  So  far  as  I know  no  other  town  in  the 
State  now  equals  Attleboro  in  this  respect. 

Growth  of  the  Schools. 

It  must  not  be  supposed  that  the  erection  of  the 
Richardson  School  has  settled  for  a long  period  the  ques- 
tion of  accommodations  for  elementary  schools.  Though 
no  new  building  is  required  this  year,  one  will  be  needed 
soon.

This  shows  why  larger  accommodations  for  the 
High  School  are  necessary.  If  a new  building  is  voted, 
the  old  one  will  be  needed  at  once  by  the  elementary 
schools.  This  fact  should  have  its  influence  in  deciding 
whether  to  enlarge  the  present  High  School  building,  or 
build  a new  one  at  this  time. 

High  School. 

The  report  of  the  Principal  ])rinted  elsewhere  de- 
serves your  careful  consideration  at  this  time.  His 
views  on  the  subject  of  a proper  building  should  receive 
full  weight  in  the  discussion. 

What  kind  of  a building  does  a modern  High  School 
like  ours  need?  It  must  be  more  than  a shelter  for  the 
pupils.  To  be  adapted  to  its  especial  purpose  it  should 
contain  : 

1.  Sufflcient  space  in  school  rooms  to  provide 

desks  for  at  least  300  pupils:  179  were  enrolled  in 

the  fall  of  1902,  and  the  number  is  rapidly  increasing. 

2.  A sufficient  number  of  recitation  rooms. 

3.  An  effective  system  of  sanitaries,  heating, 
and  ventilating. 

4.  An  assembly  hall  for  instruction  in  chorus 
singing,  in  public  speaking,  and  for  puplic  education- 
al meetings.  The  town  owns  no  hall  of  any  kind. 
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5-  A room  for  physical  instruction  and  develop- 
ment. especially  for  the  girls. 

6.  A room  properly  lighted  and  furnished  for 
instruction  in  drawing,  both  mechanical  and  free- 
hand. 

y.  A room  in  the  basement  for  serving  whole- 
some lunches. 

8.  A room  centrally  located  for  the  library, 
which  now  exceeds  500  \olumes,  and  is  yearly  in- 
creasing. 

9.  A principal’s  office  also  centrally  located, 
and  a teachers’  room  with  toilet. 

10.  A room  with  special  equipment  for  instruc- 
tion in  commercial  subjects,  with  a separate  though 
adjoining  room  for  typewriter  practice. 

11.  A laboratory  for  instruction  in  physics. 

12.  A laboratory  for  instruction  in  chemistry. 

13.  A science  lecture  room  for  recitations  in 
these  and  other  sciences  which  require  the  use  of  ap- 
paratus. 

14.  Necessary  store  rooms. 

Such  an  addition  to  the  present  structure  as  the  pres- 
ent lot  will  hold,  must  be  built  without  providing  4,  5, 
and  6,  and  can  make  only  inconvenient  provisions  for  3, 
7,  8,  and  9. 

Books  and  Supplies. 

Dirty  and  torn  books  have  the  same  demoralizing 
moral  effect  as  dirty  and  torn  clothes,  and  should  not  be 
tolerated  in  our  schools.  We  spend  each  year  about 
$1.50  a pupil  for  books  and  supplies  together.  This  is  a 
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very  small  amount,  and  because  of  the  large  quantities 
we  have  had  to  buy  to  meet  the  growth  of  the  schools, 
many  worn  out  books  have  not  been  replaced  soon 
enough.  We  try  to  make  a book  last  as  long  as  possible, 
(i)  by  keeping  it  clean,  and  (2)  by  repairing  it  instantly 
if  it  becomes  loose  in  the  binding  or  torn.  To  secure  the 
former  end  we  not  only  put  a tough  paper  cover  on  each 
book,  but  we  furnish  each  school  room  with  the  soap, 
water,  and  towels,  and  insist  on  pupils  using  the  lava- 
tories when  their  hands  become  soiled. 

Gifts  to  the  Schools. 

As  usual,  the  Trustees  of  the  Richardson  School  Fund 
lead  in  the  value  of  their  gifts,  which  include  most  of  the 
salary  of  the  drawing  teacher ; reference  books  to  the  li- 
brary, Grammar  and  High  Schools ; and  specimens  of  ap- 
plied art  for  use  in  teaching  design. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  worth  of  framed  pic- 
tures and  plaster  casts  of  famous  sculptures  were 
contributed  by  the  following  citizens : E.  A.

C.  Bliss,  an  anonymous  friend,  the  Class  of  1902,  Sanford

Attleboro  schools. 
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The  proceeds  of  the  art  exhibit  mentioned  in  the 
Drawing-  Teacher’s  report  amounted  to  $263.85,  and  this 
also  was  spent  in  framed  pictures  for  the  sehools.  • 

The  Ladies’  Afternoon  Whist  Clul)  gave  $66.24  for 
the  purpose  of  starting  the  work  in  manual  training  de- 
scribed elsewhere  in  this  report. 

The  proceeds  of  Dr.  Edward  F.  Bigelow’s  lectures 
amounting  to  $16.00  were  spent  on  acpiaria  for  the  San- 
ford Street  School. 

These  acts  of  generosity  and  others  named  in  the 
principals’  reports,  which  show  how  strong  a hold  the 
public  schools  have  on  our  people,  both  deserve  and  re- 
ceive the  gratitude  of  the  school  officials.  The  money 
value  of  these  contributions  is  approximately  $1,225.00. 

Nature  Study. 

Dr.  Edward  F.  Bigelow  gave  nature  study  here  a 
great  impetus  by  a week’s  visit  last  spring.  He  is  a 
naturalist  rather  than  a scientist;  that  is,  his  operations 
are  in  the  fields  rather  than  in  the  laboratory.  It  was 
worth  a good  deal  to  get  a glimpse  of  the  way  in  which 
a naturalist  studies  nature,  and  he  has  left  many  imi- 
tators of  his  methods  among  our  pupils  and  teachers. 
^Ve  have  no  time  for  the  formal  study  of  natural  science 
in  our  elementary  schools,  but  we  can  study  nature  after 
Dr.  Bigelow’s  plan  with  ease  and  profit. 

Principals  and  Special  Teachers. 

Every  hones!  superintendent  must  credit  the  excel- 
lence of  his  schools  largely  to  the  character  of  the  teach- 
ers he  is  able  to  secure  and  the  kind  of  co-operation  they 
giv’C  him. 
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It  is  their  skill,  enthusiasm,  and  resourcefulness 
that  make  the  schools  prosper.  We  are  particular!}" 
fortunate  in  the  personnel  of  our  special  teachers  and 
principals,  and  their  reports  deserve  a careful  reading. 
It  is  common  knowledge  that  the  High  School  was  never 
so  prosperous.  Though  we  lost  strong  principals  at 
Sanford  Street  and  Richardson  Schools,  able  successors 
were  secured  who  fully  met  the  requirements.  The 
drawing  is  growing  in  practical  character,  the  designing 
is  improving,  and  finished  products  in  good  design  are 
exhibited  as  models  at  the  lessons.  At  the  Teachers’ 
Institute,  last  October,  Mr.  Bailey,  the  State  Supervisor 
of  Drawing,  commented  on  the  progress  in  tre  Attleboro 
schools  within  his  own  recollection.  The  music  has  re- 
ceived a great  impetus  in  all  the  grades  ; the  chorus  work 
at  the  High  School  is  inspiring.  The  physical  culture  is 
taught  rationally  and  enthusiastically,  with  a large  ele- 
ment of  spontaneity  and  play. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 
SCHOOL. 

Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  presenting,  my  fourth  annual  report,  I wish  to  call 
attention  to  the  steady  growth  in  the  High  School  en- 
rollment, and  to  the  pressing  demand  for  larger  and 
more  convenient  accommodations. 

As  was  predicted  by  the  Superintendent  in  his  re- 
I^tort  of  last  year,  the  entering  class  in  September  last 
numbered  over  seventy.  The  average  membership  for 
the  fall  term  was  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine:  for  the 

coi  responding  period  last  year  it  was  one  hundred  and 
forty-one. 
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It  may  be  noted  here  that  l^etween  September,  1901, 
and  September,  1902,  fewer  students  withdrew  from  the 
scliool  than  during  the  preceding  year,  which  is  another 
and  very  hopeful  indication  of  growth ; for  the  small  size 
of  onr  High  School  has  been  due  not  so  much  to  small 
entering  classes  as  to  the  constant  dropping  out  of  the 
classes  after  one  or  two  year’s  work.  A conservative 
estimate  fixes  the  next  year’s  enrollment  as  nearly,  if  not 
quite,  two  hundred  pupils.  As  we  seem  to  have  reach- 
ed the  utmost  capacity  of  onr  present  building,  the  con- 
clusion to  be  drawn  is  obvious. 

Slight  changes  in  the  course  of  study  are  necessary; 
notably,  the  gi\dng  of  more  time  to  stenography  and 
typewriting,  and  the  addition  of  courses  in  German. 
This  latter  need  has  long  been  apparent  but  now  be- 
comes urgent.  Many  pupils  desire  to  elect  both 
French  and  German  ; others  prefer  to  do  work  in  German 
rather  than  in  French.  The  constantly  increasing  de- 
mands of  the  colleges  urge  us  to  ofifer  our  pupils  both 
these  languages,  while  for  admission  to  the  Massachu- 
chetts  Institute  of  Technology  in  1903,  and  thereafter, 
candidates  will  be  required  to  present  both  French  and 
German. 

Then  too,  the  work  in  our  English  Department  is 
ah*eady  too  much  for  one  teacher  and  steps  should  be 
taken  to  remedy  this  condition  of  afifairs  next  year. 

The  changes  suggested  above  show  that  another 
te  acher  should  l)e  added  to  the  present  force  and  the 
ciucstion  is  immediately  asked,  ‘‘Where  can  another 
teacher  and  class  be  accommodated?”  This  question 
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cannot  be  satisfactorily  answered  at  this  time,  but  the 
facts  remain  imchanged. 

The  constant  growth  of  the  school,  the  additions  to 
the  course  of  study,  the  increase  in  the  teaching  force, 
the  great  need  of  improved  laboratory  facilities,  argue 
iitj mediate  need  of  new  or  enlarged  quarters.  The  only 
satisfactory  :ourse  is  the  erection  of  a commodious  and 
well  equipped  building  to  accommodate  eventually,  say, 
three  to  four  hundred  pupils.  This  will  house  the 
High  School  pupils,  making  due  allowance  for  the 
growth  of  the  town,  for  many  years. 

Any  attempt  to  add  to  the  present  structure  will  be 
but  a temporary  measure,  will  involve  considerable  ex- 
pense, and  will  alwa}'S  be  unsatisfactory.  Much  time 
and  thought  have  been  already  expended  on  plans  for  en- 
largement, but  no  amount  of  planning  seems  able  to 
meet  the  needs  and  overcome  the  obstacles.  The  build- 
ing was  not  designed  to  form  part  of  a larger  structure, 
and  one  is  constantly  brought  face  to  face  with  difficul- 
ties of  getting  classes  from  one  room  to  another  without 
passing  through  rooms  already  occupied,  with  lack  of 
coat  and  toilet  rooms,  and  a score  of  other  things.  Per- 
haps the  greatest  disadvantage  to  be  met  is  the  lack  of  a 
general  assembly  room.  This  is  a most  serious  defect, 
as,  for  many  reasons,  it  is  wise  to  have  a school  all  to- 
gether once  a day.  It  also  practically  means  either  the 
giving  up  of  music  or  carrying  on  such  work  at  great  dis- 
advantage. 

IMore  time  has  been  given  to  music  and  drawing 
this  year  than  last,  the  good  results  of  such  a change  be- 
ing already  apparent.  In  music  especially  good  work 
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ha?  been  done.  Under  the  very  efficient  and  entluisias- 
tic  leadership  and  instruction  of  i\Ir.  John  Laing  Gibb, 
the  school  is  making  rapid  and  commendable  progress  in 
singing.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SAN- 
FORD STREET  SCHOOL. 

1 o the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

As  principal  of  the  Sanford  Street  School  my  polic>- 
is  largely  shaped  by  the  consideration  of  two  important 
principles : first,  the  school  exists  for  the  child  ; second, 
the  child's  character  is  of  vastly  more  importance  than 
any  amount  of  information  he  may  acquire. 

Whatever  changes  may  be  made  in  the  studies,  to 
whatever  grade  a pupil  may  be  assigned,  to  whatever 
discipline  he  may  be  subjected,  my  action  is  influenced 
by  this  first  consideration,  the  good  of  the  child. 

Fully  as  important  as  the  first,  however,  is  the  sec- 
ond principle.  Unless  a school  can  send  out  its  boys 
and  girls,  honest,  trustworthy,  respectful,  self-respect- 
ing, and  self-controlling,  I consider  it  a failure,  notwith- 
standing the  amount  of  valuable  information  it  may  have 
packed  into  the  minds  of  its  scholars.  As  principal,  I 
shall  try  to  bring  the  Sanford  Street  School  up  to  this 
high  standard,  and  I know  I have  the  hearty  co-operation 
and  support  of  the  teachers. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  some  of  our  rooms  are  al- 
ready overcrowded,  and  that  others  are  likely  to  become 
so  in  the  near  future,  I wish  to  state  that  in  such  over- 
crowding, in  my  opinion,  lies  a serious  obstacle  to  the 
moral  growth  of  the  school.  It  is  impossible  for  the 
teacher  to  exert  the  influence  that  she  should  upon  each 
pupil,  to  give  to  him  a proper  amount  of  time  and  atten- 
tion, and  to  have  the  intimate  knowledge  of  his’  character 
and  home  influences  necessary  that  she  mav  be  most

helpful,  when  the  number  of  pupils  in  a room  rises  above 
forty.  It  seems  as  if  the  massing  of  pupils  of  the  Gram- 
mar school  age  had  a demoralizing  effect  upon  them.  A 
prominent  educator  has  said  that  the  difference  between 
forty-five  and  fifty-six  pupils  in  a room,  is  enormous.  I 
believe  the  results  in  our  schools  would  be  much  more 
satisfactory  if  the  number  of  scholars  in  a room  could  be 
limited  to  forty- five. 

I wish  that  some  measures  might  be  taken  to  pro- 
vide for  the  examination  of  the  children’s  eyes.  Teach- 
ers often  find  those  who  have  defective  vision,  when  the 
pupils  and  their  parents  are  ignorant  of  the  fact.  In  one 
school  that  I know  of  a pupil  was  found  totally  blind  in 
one  eye,  yet  he  was  not  aware  of  it.  Such  extreme 
cases  are  rare ; but  I have  no  doubt  many  children  can  be 
found  in  our  schools  who  are  suffering,  unconsciously, 
from  near-sightedness  or  astigmatism.  The  examina- 
tion could  be  made  by  the  principal,  and  the  parents  of 
those  who  are  not  normal  advised  to  consult  a specialist. 
I believe  the  good  that  would  be  accom.plished  by  pro- 
viding for  this  examination  would  overwhelmingly  offset 
the  small  expense  it  would  incur. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  for  his  kindness 
in  acquainting  me  with  my  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  and  the  teachers  for  their  co-operation  and  support 
in  whatever  measures  I have  undertaken  for  the  good  of 
the  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
RICHARDSON  SCHOOL. 

Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

At  the  very  beginning  of  my  work  in  Attleboro,  it 
was  my  good  fortune  to  reap  what  others  had  sown.  1 
found  a building  complete  in  its  appointments,  a school 
carefully  organized,  and  a corps  of  teachers  alive  to  the 
needs  of  the  pupils  whose  characters  they  are  striving  to 
mould. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  problems  confronting  me  is  . 
how  to  maintain  the  regular  and  punctual  attendance  of 
pupils  registered.  In  other  words,  it  seems  hard  to  im- 
press parents  with  the  privileges  so  generously  given 
them  and  the  responsibility  which  they  owe  the  commum 
ity  in  return.  Continued  efforts  in  this  direction  have 
failed  to  produce  desired  results.  During  the  past  three 
months,  our  teachers  have  made  about  one  hundred  calls 
at  the  homes  of  their  pupils.  This  effort  has  been  made 
with  the  hope  of  gaining  the  sympathy  and  co-operation 
of  parents  who  must  combine  efforts  with  the  teacher,  if 
the  best  results  are  to  be  obtained. 

While  efforts  have  been  made  to  raise  the  standard 
of  work  in  the  various  branches,  special  effort  has  been 
made  to  give  the  children  better  command  of  the  mother- 
tongue.  It  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  first  aims  of  the 
elementar}^  school  should  be  to  give  its  scholars  the  abil- 
ity to  use  English  readily  and  correctly.  As  a means  to 
this  end,  as  well  as  to  create  a taste  for  good  reading 
during  the  impressionable  years,  we  have  tried  to  inter- 
est the  children  in  magazines,  to  encourage  their  reading 
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much  good  material,  and  to  place  in  their  hands  while 
with  us  gems  of  literature. 

During  the  past  year  and  a half,  a number  of  beauti- 
ful pictures  have  been  hung  upon  the  walls  of  Richard- 
son School.  It  is  our  plan  in  the  near  future  to  add 
largely  to  this  collection. 

That  the  committee  planned  wisely  when  they  erect- 
ed so  large  and  commodious  a structure  as  our  present 
one,  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  already  the  building  is 
practically  filled  and  that  two  rooms  have  had  to  be  re- 
lieved. 

Of  the  eleven  teachers,  five  are  new  to  Richardson 
School  this  year,  while  four  of  us  are  strangers  in  town. 
The  best  interests  of  the  school  demand  that  our  efficient 
teachers  be  retained. 

I appreciate  keenly  the  cordial  attitude  of  our 
Superintendent,  and  his  sympathy  which  I have  had  at 
all  times  : also  the  interest  of  the  committee,  and  the 
faithful  endeavors  of  the  teachers  associated  with  me.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  presenting  this  my  first  report  I wish  to  give  a 
short  outline  of  the  work  attempted  in  music  in  our 
schools. 

When  a pupil  enters  school  for  the  first  time  he 
brings  with  him  the  atmosphere  of  the  home.  To  sup- 
ply the  deficiencies  of  the  pupil  who  is  unused  to  song 
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and  who  cannot  sing,  I have  introduced  a new  song  book 
into  every  first  grade.  These  songs  are  so  arranged 
that  the  pupil  is  led  step  by  step  from  one  tone  to  an- 
other until  the  whole  scale  is  learned,  a knowledge  of 
which  is  the  foundation  of  all  musical  education. 

From  this  grade  onward,  our  efforts  are  directed 
toward  securing  purity  of  tone,  clean  articulation,  sweet 
and  cheerful  singing,  and  enough  of  the  rudiments  of 
music  are  taught  each  year  to  enable  the  pupil  to  read 
Avith  intelligence  easy  exercises  and  songs  in  all  the 
different  keys. 

Two  part  music  is  introduced  in  the  fourth  grade. 
The  voices  of  the  pupils  at  this  age  being  so  much  alike 
in  quality  and  pitch,  the  only  classification  that  is  here 
made  is  one  of  the  ability  of  the  individual  pupil  to  think 
music,  and  the  best  thinkers  are  advised  to  sing  the  sec- 
ond part. 

In  the  fifth  year  chromatics,  or  tones  foreign  to  the 
key,  are  studied  in  the  order  of  their  difficulties,  and 
more  complicated  rhythm  taken  up. 

When  the  pupil  enters  the  sixth  grade  his  voice  is 
tested  and  he  is  assigmed  to  the  part  best  suited  to  him. 
The  increased  interest  and  respect,  which  the  boys  and 
girls  in  this  and  higher  grades  show  towards  their  study 
of  the  music,  shows  that  the  influence  of  harmony,  which 
is  so  complete  in  three  part  music,  is  gradually  making 
itself  felt.  When  we  add  to  the  harmony  an  ideal  tone, 
there  results  such  beautiful  singing,  that  the  most  critical 
musician  couud  not  but  admire  and  praise.  Often  as  I 
listen  to  this  three  part  music  I am  reminded  of  the 
words  of  Browning, 
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‘‘Consider  it  well:  each  tone  of  our  scale  in  itself  is 
naught 

“It  is  every  where  in  the  world — loud,  soft,  and  all 
is  said. 

“Give  it  to  me  to  use  ! I mix  it  with  two  in  my  thought 

“And  there!  Ye  have  heard  and  seen,  consider  and 
bow  the  head !” 

In  the  seventh  grade  many  of  the  songs  are  classic, 
popular,  and  delightfully  interesting.  They  contain 
more  advanced  work  in  chromatics,  major  and  minor 
keys,  and  nearly  all  the  time  difficulties  found  in  vocal 
music. 

In  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  four  part  music  is 
made  possible  by  the  changing  of  many  of  the  boys’ 
voices.  Here  again  a new  classification  of  the  voices  is 
necessary,  and  an  effort  is  made  to  place  each  boy  and 
girl  in  the  part  to  which  the  voice  seems  best  adapted. 

The  work  of  the  elementary  schools  shows  progress 
along  every  line.  The  watchword  this  year  is  good 
tone,  clean  articulation  and  cheerful  singing.  To  stimu- 
late intelligent  thinking  I have  given  written  tests  to  the 
5th,  6th,  /th,  8th,  and  9th  grade  pupils.  These  awaken- 
ed unwonted  interest  in  acquiring  the  technical  knowl- 
edge sufficient  to  enable  them  to  become  intelligent  read- 
ers. 

Selections  from  Handel,  iMeddelssohn  and  Gounod 
have  been  studied  by  the  High  School  Chorus,  and  the 
interest  there  shown  in  music  of  this  character  speaks 
well  for  the  musical  future  of  Attleboro.  We  are  study- 
ing at  present,  ‘‘Ruth,”  a cantata  by  A.  R.  Gaul,  which 
promises  to  be  a great  value  in  developing  high  musical 
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taste.  We  hope  to  give  a public  performance  of  this 
Avork  in  the  near  future. 

The  value  of  music  in  education  is  becoming  more 
and  more  understood  and  appreciated  by  leading  edu- 
cators. The  fact  that  Harvard  College  has  put  music  on 
the  same  basis  as  Latin  and  Greek  is  significant,  and  her 
example  will  be  followed  by  other  colleges.  The  time 
has  come  for  us  to  graduate  pupils  from  our  High  School 
with  a more  thorough  knowledge  of  things  musical.  To 
this  end  it  has  been  my  plan  to  give  short  talks  to  the 
pupils  on  the  history  of  music,  its  part  in  the  preserva- 
tion of  literature  and  its  influence  on  the  development  of 
civilization,  and  to  make  the  class  familiar  with  the 
names  and  some  of  the  music  of  the  great  masters. 

I recommend  that  an  organ  small  enough  to  be  car- 
ried from  one  room  to  another  be  placed  in  each  of  the 
primary  buildings.  It  would  greatly  assist  me  in  my 
work  in  developing  a good  quality  of  tone,  and  in  helping 
the  children  who  are  monotone  singers.  A monotone  is 
a pupil  who  can  sing  only  one  tone,  no  matter  what  the 
tune  may  be.  There  are  at  present  loo  monotone  sing- 
■ers  in  our  schools.  To  each  one  I have  given  some  per- 
sonal attention  and,  with  the  exception  of  a few  whose 
voices  have  been  ruined  by  shouting  and  screaming,  I am 
'encouraged  to  say  that  they  can  learn  to  sing. 

In  closing  let  me  urge  parents  to  encourage  their 
■children  to  sing,  so  that  they  may  enjoy  more  fully  the 
blessings  of  song,  and  may  develop  a love  for  the  beau- 
liful  art  of  music,  God’s  best  gift  to  humanity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

I^lr.  William  P.  Kcrlly,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Five  general  lines  of  work  are  carried  on  in  each  of 
the  elementary  grades  and  in  the  High  School : — 

Nature  drawing,  which  includes  all  drawing  from 
plant  life,  animals,  or  persons ; 

Color,  which  includes  the  study  of  the  spectrum- 
colors,  their  variations  of  tints,  shades  and  hues,  and  how 
to  combine  these  to  form  color  harmonies ; 

Structural  drawing,  which  includes  the  study  of  geo- 
metric figures  and  solids,  designing  and  making  of 
simple  cbjects  based  on  these,  and  working  drawings; 

Pictorial  drawing,  or  the  representation  of  the  ap- 
pearance of  objects,  including  in  the  higher  grades  the 
study  of  a few  principles  of  perspective,  and 

Decorative  drawing  or  applied  design,  in  which  the 
aim  is  not  only  to  make  ornament  that  is  pleasing  in 
itself,  but  that  is  adapted  to  the  place  where  it  is  applied. 

Each  of  these  five  lines  of  work  is  emphasized  in 
turn  during  the  school  year,  but  there  is  no  absolute  line 
of  division.  Design  is  applied  in  the  structural  work, 
color  is  used  in  design,  nature  drawing  frequently  pro- 
vides ideas  for  applied  design,  etc.  The  work  is  varied 
by  use  of  different  mediums,  water  colors,  crayon,  ink 
wash,  pencil,  paper  cutting,  and  blackboard  drawing. 

One  important  event  this  year  is  the  increase  in  the 
School  IMuseum  of  Arts  and  Crafts  made  possible  by  an 
appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars  from  the  Richard- 
son School  Fund.  Previous  to  this  year  the  museum 
has  consisted  of  the  loan  collection  of  Tiffany  glass ; now 
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considerable  pottery  and  a few  metal  pieces  have  been 
added,  some  woven  design,  and  Oriental  prints  and  hand 
embroideries.  These  are  valuable  for  illustration  in 
four  out  of  the  five  lines  of  work  just  named. 

Closely  related  to  structural  drawing  is  manual 
training  introduced  this  year,  through  the  generous  gift 
mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
Manual  training  gives  opportunity  for  the  third  and  final 
step  of  carrying  out  a plan  which  first  has  been  thought 
out,  and  secondly  represented  by  a drawing ; it  gives  the 
pupil  a chance  to  apply  what  he  has  learned  with  a use- 
ful result  ; and  it  gives  skill  of  hand,  ability  to  do. 

The  work  necessarily  began  slowly,  so  that  any  ad- 
count  of  it  would  better  appear  in  the  next  annual  report. 
The  general  plan  is  not  to  do  sewing,  cooking,  or  carpen- 
try, all  of  which  involve  large  expense  for  instruction, 
tools,  and  materials,  but  to  connect  the  subject  with  the 
drawing  after  this  manner : The  pupil  makes  a drawing 
to  represent  his  idea  of  some  object  that  he  wishes  to 
■make  ; as,  a thread  winder,  a calendar,  a lamp  mat,  a 
basket,  a bread  board,  a candle  stick,  and  so  on.  This 
idea  includes  not  only  the  form  and  structure,  but  the 
decoration  of  the  object  also.  Then  with  cardboard, 
scissors  and  glue  ; with  reeds,  plain  and  colored  raffia ; 
with  a jack  knife,  a nail  shaped  into  a chasing  tool,  and 
a hammer;  with  wire,  pliers,  and  binders;  or  with  what- 
ever little  tool  the  case  requires  the  pupil  proceeds  to 
produce  the  finished  article.  All  of  this  is  done  in  the 
regular  school  room  under  the  regular  teacher. 

The  aim  is  to  adapt  this  work  to  the  special  needs  of 
the  town,  to  prepare  the  boys  and  girls  to  be  more  pro- 
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cluctive  citizens.  In  no  other  way  does  it  seem  that 
larg-e  or  small  contributions  could  be  used  to  more  ad- 
vantage than  for  material  to  carry  on  this  work,  for 
which  there  is  a small  though  constant  expense.  Two 
or  three  dollars  will  provide  a class  of  fifty  with  enough 
wood,  iron  or  other  material  for  several  weeks’  work, 
from  which  they  will  gain  both  an  invaluable  training  and 
some  tangible  material  results. 

An  exhibition  of  photographs  from  the  Soule  Art 
Company  was  held  in  the  iMethodist  Church,  February 
26th  to  iNIarch  ist  inclusive.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the 
many  prominent  townspeople,  who  together  with  the 
teachers  and  pupils  of  the  central  schools,  worked  so 
earnestly  for  the  success  of  this  exhibit.  The  proceeds 
were  spent  for  pictures  for  the  school  room  walls,  a list 
of  which  appears  in  the  appendix.  A few  pictures  have 
been  added  through  the  efforts  of  teachers  and  pupils, 
independently  of  this,  as  follows : 

South  Attleboro,  The  Shepherdess — Lerolle. 

Robinson,  Sistine  ^ladonna — Raphael.

In  June,  a collection  of  drawings  illustrating  the 
year’s  work  was  sent  to  Mr.  Bailey,  the  State  Supervisor 
of  Drawing,  at  his  request,  for  exhibition  purposes. 

At  the  time  of  the  Teachers’  Institute  here,  October 
1st,  and  the  succeeding  day,  an  exhibition  of  drawing  was 
held,  showing  all  the  kinds  of  work  done  throughout  the 
different  grades  and  the  High  School.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
CULTURE. 

Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  my  present  report  I will  state  briefly  what  has 
been  accomplished  during  the  past  year  in  the  physical 
training  department. 

1.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  with  the  help  of  the 
janitors  I personally  adjusted  all  the  adjustable  furniture 
in  the  town.  Where  there  is  stationary  furniture  of 
different  sizes  in  the  same  room,  I saw  that  as  far  as  pos- 
sible each  pupil  was  assigned  to  a seat  and  desk  that 
fitted  him. 

2.  An  easy  direct  method  of  filing  in  and  out  of  the 
school  buildings  was  introduced  for  the  purpose  of  fire 
drills  or  outdoor  gymnastic  work. 

3.  Exercises  bringing  in  the  use  of  school  furniture 
as  gymnastic  apparatus  have  been  introduced  with  pleas- 
ing results.  Running  and  jumping  exercises  for  the  de- 
velopment of  circulatory,  respiratory  and  nerve  power 
have  also  been  introduced  as  part  of  the  indoor  work. 
The  corridors  at  the  Richardson  School  building  are  used 
to  splendid  advantage  for  this  active  work. 

4.  The  motion  songs  which  form  part  of  the  course 
in  physical  culture  in  the  primary  grades,  have  formed 
the  subject  for  language,  cutting,  and  creative  work, 
which,  together  with  music,  words  and  motions,  have  an 
all-round  educational  value. 

The  teachers’  physical  culture  class,  whose  evening 
meetings  come  once  each  week,  has  proved  a great 


benefit  to  them  and  to  me,  not  only  physically  but  so- 
eially  also. 

A new  outdoor  game  called  Curtain  Ball  has  been 
introduced  at  Sanford  Street  School  and  the  necessary 
sixty  foot  curtain  provided.  Basket  Ball  has  been  suc- 
cessfully started  at  Briggs  Corner  School. 

The  teachers  have  recognized  the  necessity  of  joyful 
physical  activity  as  part  of  each  pupil's  regular  school 
work,  and  have  noted  also  the  improvement  the  children 
show  in  their  mental  work  after  such  activity. 

One  of  the  important  observations  which  I have 
made  is  the  mouth  breathing  among  our  school  children^ 
and  also  the  inability  to  hear  well  on  the  part  of  many 
children  who  have  chronic  colds.  The  health  and  com- 
fort of  many  children  are  impaired  by  such  things  as 
adenoid  growths,  which  can  be  removed ; by  defective 
eyesight,  which  can  be  corrected ; and  by  other  causes, 
which  could  be  remedied  by  proper  medical  treatment. 
Since  these  defects  are  more  noticeable  while  children 
are  at  work  than  when  at  play  about  home,  some  means 
should  be  provided  in  the  school  for  detecting  these  un- 
healthy conditions. 

I wish  to  repeat  the  recommendations  contained  in 
my  last  report,  and  to  emphasize  the  necessity  of  re- 
establishing the  recess  period  in  the  Grammar  grades. 

I wish  to  thank  the  committee.  Superintendent,  and 
teachers  for  the  earnest  interest  and  support  they  have 
given  me  during  the  past  year.
